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A CONFESSION BY RERDELL

#WE PLEADS GUILIY AND TESTI- 
_ FIES FOR THE GOVERNMENT. 
(UOH SURPRISE MANIFESTED BY THE RING’S 
COUNSEL — RERDELL BEGINS HIS RE- 
MARKABLE STORY OF CORRUPTION. 
Wasuincton, Feb. 15.—Rerdell has 
pleaded guilty, appealed to the mercy of the 
court and the Government, and begun his 
story upon the witness stand. He has taken 
the course which was predicted in Tar Trmes’s 
dispatches this morning, and the testimony 
given by him this afternoon, although very 
important, will be surpassed in force by that 
which is to come. While the other defendants 
and their lawyers have suspected that he might 
take this step, they kad no positive knowledge 
that he would do it, and they could vot 
conceal their surprise, although they tried to 
appear cheerful this afternoon, and even joked 
-Bbout the matter while his damning state- 
‘ments were being made. With all their forced 
cheerfulness they were in a sober mood, and 
their voices were seldom heard in objection or 
argument. It was learned to-day that the 
final arrangements for the acceptance of Rer- 
fiell’s testimony by the Government were very 
recently made, although Rerdell appealed to 
the Government some time ago through their 
counsel for protection against what seemed to 
him to be attempts to frighten him or disable 
bim by personal violence. , In answer to this 
mppeal the Government gave him an armed 
‘escort, who has accompanied him im this city. 
Nevertheless, Rerdell has been assaulted once. 
‘At the end of the first trial Rerdell and Miner 
were sent to jail for one day. It is now re- 
ported why his enemies made the most of that 
sbort imprisonment. When he was restored 
to liberty he discovered that while he had been 
in jail many star route documents which he 
had had in his possession had been taken from 


bis office. His enemies did not get all of this 
documentary evidence, however, and the re- 
mainder of it will probably confront them in 
court. 

This defendant, who was interested in the 

mainly as a clerk and manager of 
star service, has been deeply affected by the 
circumstances of his position. His companions 
and eres were powerful, and he was 
moved by conflicting impulses. The difficul- 
ties surrounding him can be appreciated only 
by those acquainted with the history of this 
ease, At last the conviction that he had been 
abandoned and was to be used as a scapegoat 
and the consideration of nis family led him to 
throw himself upon the mercy of the Govern- 
ment and the court and make a clean breast of 
the whole matter. His testimony was given 
to-day in a quiet and straightforward way, 
and was supported as he went along by the 
mass of documen and other evidence here- 
tofore introduced by the prosecution. There 
were no dramatic scenes, but all thosein the 
‘court-room seemed absorbed in the considera- 
tion of the story which he told. 

When the session of the court began this 
morning a witness from Bismarck, Dakota, 
wras under cross-examination in regard to the 
nature of the service upon the notorious ring 
route from Bismarck to Tongue River, where 
the annual pay was raised from $2,350 to $70,- 
000. Among the spectators was Gen. Sher- 
man, who has been subpcened by the defense. 
At 11:30 o'clock Mr. Rerdell camein. He 
wiped the rain-drops from his beaver, threw 
bis overcoat on a chair, and sat down. He 
was cheerful, and his a ce was that of 
Ba man who had thrown of aburden. Not far 
away sat Miner, nervous and haggard, listen- 
ing eagerly to every word that came from 
the witness. No announcement of Rerdell’s 
determination had been made in this city, and 
it was not generally known until Taz Tres 
began to be sold on the streets. So it hap- 

ed that the court-room was not crowded, 
nnd that every one turned with a look of sur- 
prise toward Rerdell when, at noon, he arose 
and addressed the court. 

“Tf the court please,” said he, ‘I desire to 
make a statement in person and in my own be- 


“You can make it,’’ said Judge Wylie. 
| The defendent, upon whom all eyes were 
resting, unfolded a sheet of paperand read the 
following: 

‘After mature reflection and full consideration 
ofthe whole subject, Ihave determined to aban- 
don any further defense in this case, and put my- 
nelf at the mercy of the court and the Govern- 
ment: and if desired todo so by the counsel for 
the Government, to testify to all my knowledge of 
apy facts with reference to any of the defendants, 
either against or for them, myself included. There- 
fore, 1 now in persen, ask leave to withdraw my 
plea of not guilty, heretofore interposed, and enter 
zy plea of guilty, and inso doing put myself on 
the mercy of the court. I feel this to be a duty 
lowe to myself, my family, and totruth. Lhave 
arrived at this fixed determination on my own re- 
flection and responsibility, and without any pre- 
vious consultation with my counsel, who, Il be- 
lieve, would not have advised me to this course, 
and whom i now relievefrom all and any respon- 
sibility for the course 1 have adopted.” 

“On our part,” said Col. Ingersoll in his 
rharacteristic way, ‘there is no objection.”’ 

Mr. Wilshire, Rerdell’s counsel, then said to 
the court that this was somewhat unexpected. 
Rerdell had exercised a right which belonged 
to him, and he would withdraw from the case. 
Throwing his coat en his arm, he quietly left 
the court-room. 

“Tam always glad” said Col. Ingersoll to 
counsel sitting near him, ‘‘to see a man act 
from a sense of duty.” 

Mr. Chandier, Brady’s counsel, suggested a 
recess, but immediately discovered that the 
ordinary time for recess would not arrive until 
an hour later. The plea of guilty was entered, 
and counsel for the Government served a sub- 
pena upon Rerdell just before. Rerdell’s 
bondsman applied for a bail-piece. The only 
fefendants in court were Rerdell, Miner, and 
John W. Dorsey. It had been announced that 
Mr. Vaile had been suddenly called home to 
Missouri, because of the serious illness of his 
wife.

ree witnesses were called by the Govern- 
ment. They were absent. 

At 1:40 o'clock Mr. Merrick said: “Mr. 
Rerdell, take the stand,” and the defendant 
kissed the book and began his story. He is, 
apparently, under 40 yearsof age’ He was 
questioned by Mr. Merrick, who consulted a 
written statement. His story, so far as it was 
told to-day, was substantially so follows: ‘“[ 
know the defendants in this case. I first be- 
rame acquainted with Stephen W. Dorsey in 
the Winter of 1872-3, and I first met John W. 
Dorsey in 1878 at Senator Dorsey's house 
fn this city. I first knew Peck in 1879 or 1880, 
and I first met Miner either in January or 
February, 1878. I first knew Brady in the 
Spring of 1879. Inthe Winter of 18751 was 
the private secretary of Senator Dorsey, and 
at the same time I held a position under the 
District Government. Senator Dorsey lived 
at the’corner of I and Twelfth streets, and as 
his secretary I had an office in the front base- 
ment room. Miner had the third-story 
back room in January, 1878, and among 
those who came to that room_ were 
Boone, Watts, of New-Mexico, and Senator 
Dorsey. Mv knowledge of the star route busi- 
ness began in February, 1878, the night before 

the bids were putin. I went up to the house 

to find ont if there was anything for me to do, 
and Miner asked me to help him in some work 
up stairs. I hesitated, but the Senator told 

me to go up and I did so. There was 4 

great pile of proposals, and i wrote in 


the amounts of the bids as Mimer read 
them out from memoranda or a book. The 

mator was there, except when tempo- 
Tarily called away, and Boone and 
Watts were there. In December of the same 
year Miner told me the amounts entered in 
the book from which he read had been written 
by Senator Dorsey. Miner and 1 were living 
together in a house at No. 214 C-street when he 
told me that. On the night in question, when 
I helped Miner, Peck was not here. I never 
saw Peck here but once, and that was in the 
Summer of 1876. I believe Peck was not in 
the city at the time the bids were prepared, 
for the Senator bad dictated letters to me to 
be sent to Peck in New-Mexico, I did not see 
John W. Dorsey until April, 1878, or two 
months after that evening’s work. 

“In June, 1878, Senator Dorsey sent for me, 
and I went tohis house. He was there, and he 
had a large package of papers. He threw 
them across the table and asked me to look at 
them and see if I could understand them. 
They were communications from the Post 
Office Department. Some of them were di- 
rected to John W. Dorsey, some to Peck, and 
some to Miner. The Senator asked me if I 
could take charge of the business, I told him 
it was new tome, and I must study it. He 
told me to take the papers to my office in the 
District Building, and I did so. “There 1 looked 
at them. He also told me that Boone was then 
attending to the business, but that he intended 
to take it away from him. I saw the Senator 
the next day, or next evening, at his house, 
where 1 went every. evening to act as his 
secretary. I told him that I could attend to 
the business after I had spent more time in 
studying it. He then told me to go to Boone's 
house and get all the papers. At Boone's 
house I got a box of pigeon holes full of papers 
relatine to the mail service, and it was under- 
stood that I was to attend to the business after 
office hours. I took the papers to the Senator’s 
house and devoted my spare time to the busi- 
ness, writing letters to Postmasters, and sub- 
contractors, &c., until between July 5 and 10, 
1878, when the Senator asked me to go to Mon- 
tana and Dakota, saying a!l my expenses 
would be paid. LIapplied to the District office 
for leave of absence, which he said he would 
procure for me, and, having got leave, I started 
on July 11.” 

1t should be said here that the contract term 
om on July 1, 1878 Rerdeill continued as 
follows: 


‘I went to assist John W. Dorsey in putting 
service on the Bismarck and Tengue River 
route, and I received instructions from the 
Senator. He gave me $1,500 in money, and 
placed to my credit at the German National 

ank $3,000 more. At the bank I signed on 
the signature-book the firm name of John W. 
Dorsey & Co., by which name I was to draw. 
There were in addition three notes which 
either I or John W. Dorsey had, signed by 
John W. Dorsey & Co. and indorsed by Sena- 
tor Dorsey., These notes were nego- 
tiated after my return, and the entire 
sum at our disposal, including the notes, was 
$8,000. Nearly all of this was used in building 
stations and stocking the route. The Senator 
also gave me blank formas, such as are used in 
making applications for the establishment of 
new Post Offices. He said the advertised 
length of the route wa§ too short, and told me 
to prepare, if possible, an application for the 
establishment of a Post Office some distance 
from the line of the route, at one side, far 
enough away to get 60 miles more distance. He 
told me to have the blank application filled 
uf, and to get the mem employed by us in 
building stations to sign it, and to designate 
one of them for the Postmaster at the new 
office. On my way out I met John W. 
Dorsey at St. Paul, and we went to Bismarck, 
where we bought grain and lumber. The 
bills were paid by drawing on our credit in 
the name of John W. Dorsey & Co. The 
blank application was filled, and we fixed it 
that Pennell. who went over the line, should 
et the men tosign. One was selected to be 
ostmaster. I got up petitions at the western 
end, asking for increase and expedition. I 
had letters of introduction te Gen. Miles, 
and Igot him to writea letter. The Post 
Office to be established was marked 
by a line on the map, and the map 
was pasted to the application. I 
know nothing about any people in that locality. 
It was merely a paper post office, for purpeses 
of increased pay. I never had any other au- 
thority except that of Senator Dorsey to sign 
the firm name of John W. Dorsey & Co. We 
had the stations built along the line witha 
view to increase and expedition. Their num- 
ber had no relation to the service as it then 
existed. I had instructions from Senator Dor- 
sey on that point. Hetold me to have them 
built about 15 miles apart, and said there would 
be increase, and that until the increase was made 
the drivers could use every third station. He 
directed me to get up petitions for increase 
and expedition. I had letters of introduction 
to Gov. Ramsey, Gen. Wright, of ‘the North- 
ern'Pacific; Senator Windom, and Gen. Rosser. 
I delivered them all, except those to Windom 
and Rosser. I left John W. Dorsey out there, 
and reached home on Aug. 8&. didn’t see 
John W. Dorsey again until January or Feb- 
ruary, 1879. I did not see him in this city in 
November, 1878 I have letters from him 
which will show where he was. 


Before I went out there Senator Dorsey 
asked me to occupy his house that Summer 
while he was away, and my family went to 
the house. WhenI returned Miner, who had 
been boarding somewhere, came and took a 
roomin the house. After I returned Miner 
talked with me about the service. He said it 
was in bad condition because they had been 
unable to sub-let some of the routes. They 
couldn’t do anything, he said, so long as Boone 
was connected with the service, for Brady 
was hostile to Boone. Boone talked too 
much, he said, and they must get him 
out. Then Vaile would come in. Vaile 
was an old contractor and had plenty of 
money. He asked me if Senator Dorsey 
would approve of the admission of Vaile, and 
said Vaile was very close to Brady. I saw 
Senator Dorsey again in November or Decem- 
ber. After he returned Miner and I went to 
live at No. 214 C-street, and in the Fall of 1878, 
while living there, Miner showed me a peti- 
tion for increased service on an Arizona route, 
either the Ebrenberg route or the one from 
Mineral Park to Pioche, and _ asked 
me to write in an _ additional line. 
I wrote certain words. (The petition will 
be produced hereafter.) Ibad many conver- 
satiove at the National Hotel with Miner and 
Vaile about my employment. Icould fix the 
date of one of these conversations if I could 
see the order for increase on the Tongue River 
route. It occurred three days before the order 
was issued. (The date of the order was Dec. 
23, 1878.) Miner said to Vaile, in my pres- 
ence, that he had been talking to me about 

ving me employment, and recommended that 

aile and himself shouid do the right thing 
by me. Vaile said he had been think- 
ing about the same thing. Miner said: 
‘Rerdell, we are going to fix you, any way.’ 
Vaile asked me how | would like to take a 
route. I told him i didn’t want one. He said 
I could make a good thing out of one or two 
routes. They would also give me a salary. I 
think they told me I could consider myself 
engaged from the Ist of that month. Vaile 
said that with proper management their mail 
service ought to yield $600,000 or $700,000 a 
year gross receipts. He told me that the 
Rawlins and White River route would be a 
good one for me totake. He figured out the 
number of men and horses required on the 
route, and said they would give me part of the 
pay for expedition. Vaile said of their whole 
service: ‘ We will get up to $600,00Vor $700,000 
@ year.’ 

**On Jan. 4, 1879, I went West again to put 
service on the Rawlinsand White River route. 
Perkins then had a temporary contract, and I 
sent aman tosee him. I got up several peti- 
tions for increase and expedition; left one in 
the Post Office at Rawlins and circulated others. 
These petitions asked for 84 hours. I wrote 
them. 1 told Perkins there would be increase 
right away, because Vaile and Miner had told 
me that there would be. They had told me to 
make sub-contracts with thatin view. Before I 

left this city to go West a sub-contract in my 
name was filed in the department. This was 
done as a safeguard for me. I asked for it, and 
I was to have part of the money to be paid for 
increase, 1 went from Rawlins to Ojo Caliente, 
New-Mexico, in response to a_ telegram 
and at Ojo Caliente I made a sub-contract for 
the route terminating there with Anthony Jo- 
seph, I reached Washington about Feb. 4, 

1879. Soon after my return | had a conversa- 

tion with Vaile about an affidavit to be used to 

get expedition on the White Hiver route. 

Vaile wanted to get an affidavit for use with- 

out going to John W. Dorsey, the nominal 

contractor for it. Semator Dorsey was then 
quarreling with Miner and Vaile as to the 
joint interest in the routes, and he had directed 

is brother not to make any affidavit withovt 
permission from him. Vaile said he could get 
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Brady to aecept one from the sub-contractor. 
I then sent, by instruction, a blank form of affi- 
davit to Perkins. The affidavit came back 
signed, but with spaces left for the number of 
trips and number of men and animals.” [The 
affidavit was identified. } 

_** Who filled these blanks f’ asked Mr. Mer- 


rick. 

“T filled them,” said Rerdell, ‘*under the 
direction of 8. W. Dorsey, and filed the affi- 
davit at the department under his direction. 
I wrote the letter of transmittal and signed 
John W. Dorsey’s name. On April 18, 1879, I 
went West again. I made an arrangement 
tbat Spring with S. W. Dorsey, who had come 
out of the Senate to take charge of the mail 
business. He got up some form of  sub- 
contract which contained no provision for in- 
creasing the sub-contractors’ pay in case of 
expedition. The sub-contractors were bound 
in it to carry the mails on any time required. 
I went West to get up petitions and make new 
sub-contracts in place of the old ones. I had 
letters to the Governor of Colorado and 
others. I gave new sub-contracts on the routes 
from Pueblo to Rosita and Pueblo to Green- 
horn. My instructions were to prevent them 
from being filed in the department. Ex-Sen- 
ator Dorsey told me that he changed the sub- 
contracts because few sub-contractors knew 
about expedition, and I was to tell them about 
it. The excuse to be given for the change was 
that he had now taken the routes, the old firm 
having been dissolved, and that he would guar- 
antee payment if the .sub-contraets were not 
filed. When I returned I found a batch of 
affidavits in blank which had been sworn to. 
Some were signed by Peck and some by John 
W. Dorsey. I had made out a lot of these 
blanks and sent them to John W. Dorsey, in 
Vermont, where he had signed them, but 
there we others which had not been in the 
office when I wentaway. These blank affida- 
vits were to be filled out and used whenever a 
route was to be expedited, and the numbers of 
men and animals were to be written in. These 
affidavits regulated the amount of additional 
pay. Whenever it became necessary to use 
one it was filled up and filed, sometimes by 
me and sometimes by 8. W. Dorsey. I think 
most of them were used.” The affidavit used in 
getting pay for expedition on the Ojo Caliente 
route was identified by Rerdell. ‘‘ The bod 
of the affidavit,’’ said he, ‘is in the hand- 
writing of W. F. Kellogg, notary public; the 
figures, all of which were filled in, are in the 
handwriting of S. W. Dorsey, and the sig- 
nature is that of John W. Dorsey.” 

At this point the court adjourned. 

Mr. Merrick, of Government counsel, said 
to-night: ‘‘I want it to be understood that the 
Governmeut would not consent to accept Rer- 
dell as a witness and nolle prosequi the case 
against him. It peremptorily refused to do any- 
—e of the kind, and certainly would not have 
put him on the stand unless he had of his owu 
voluntary action pleaded guilty and unreserv- 
edly thrown himself upon the mercy of the 
court.” Mr. Merrick added that he believed 
the Government would close its case some time 
during next week. 

A prominent lawyer called attention to the 
fact that Walsh had not been cross-examined, 
and asserted that this had been omitted be- 
cause it was known that Mr. Merrick had a 
witness ready to testify that the Price drafts

HIS MANAGERS UNABLE TO HOLD BIS SsUP- 
PORTERS TOGETHER ANY LONGER. 

Derroit, Feb. 15.—The long struggle is 
over, and the Senatorial contest nears its end. 
The friends and supporters of Senator Ferry 
are at last convinced—what others felt sure of 
from the first—that no man can be elected 
who is so objectionable to one-fourth of the 
Republican members of the Legislature, no 
matter from what cause that they refuse to 
support him under any circumstances. This 
has been the exact condition of affairs from the 
day the Legislature met until now. The belief 
that the King caucus could compel the surrender 
of men taking such a position has been finally 
dissipated, after the most protracted and 
strenuous struggie known in the politics of 
Michigan. The supporters of Ferry held a 
prolonged caucus last night, lasting 


until midnight. Very early after it 
began it was made manifest that 
many members were anxious that Ferry should 
withdraw, and sorne went so far as to say, 
although not publicly in caucus, that unless 
some unforeseen event occurred they would not 
again vote for Ferry. lt was urged by some 
of them that Ferry could not again receive as 
large a vote as he did yesterday, and he could 
now be withdrawn with honor to himself, and 
a proposition to this effect was offered. A 
warm discussion followed, and a committee 
was appointed to visit Ferry’s head-quarters 
and consult his managers. Two of the four 
most a of his supporters refused to 
attend the caucus. His brother Edward and 
one other went. Edward appealed to the 
members not to abandon the Senator while be 
was under attack. His address was listened to 
with much interest, and his personal appeals 
to individual members o: the caucus were very 
pressing. Finally a vote was reached on the 
question of withdrawing Ferry’s name, stand- 
ing, it is understood, 21 for and 22 against. 
This is practically decisive. 

Only one ballot was taken to-day. Ferry 
received 47 votes; Burrows 11, and Willets 9, 
with 15 Republicans scattering. Newton re- 
ceived 29 votes, with 13 Fusionists scattering. 
Six Republicans who had hitherto stood 
stanchly by Ferry were enrolled in the army 
of scattering members, while five Fusionists 
voted for Ferry. The result is accepted by all 
hands as the final break-up. The Gerry pha- 
lanx cannot longer be held together to carry 
on a hopeless struggle in the face of a popular 
demand, daily growing more imperious, that 
the majority of the Legislature shall make an 
end of the business. The question uppermost 
now is, ‘‘ Who is thecoming man?” Hisname 
eannot be given with any sort of certainty. 
The first thing should be a friendly conference 
among Republicans, but there is no positive 
assurance of such a meeting yet. 

W. G. Thompson, Mayor of Detroit, went 
before the Legislative Committee to-day and 
testified that when he was in Washington last 
Spring Senator Ferry called on him to secure 
his support. The Mayor said that then and 
there a bargain was made that Thompson 
should secure the nomination for members of 
the Legislature of Republicans favorable to 
Ferry, for which he was to be rewarded by 
appointment as Collector of the Port of De- 
troit. In accordance with this arrangement 
Thompson carried out his part of the pro- 

ramme, but when too Jate discovered that 

‘erry proposed to support Bell. the present 
Collector, for reappointment. Then Thomp- 
son, after vainly endeavoring to get an ex- 
planation trom the Senator, wrote to Ferry, 
dissolving partnership, Since then he has 
been one of the chief captains of the Hubbell 
opposition. Mayor Thompson was very posi- 
tive in his statements, and a sharp cross-exam- 
ination failed to shake his unqualified asser- 
tions. Whether the dicker reflected more 
credit on the Mayor or the Senator may be a 
puzzling conundrum to ordinary persons. 

Caucuses of ali the different parties of the 
Legislature were held to-night. The Ferry 
fusion caucus formally absolved its members 
from any further obligation to support him. 
This is tantamount to their withdrawal from 
his support.

THE DUBLIN MURDERERS 


WITNESSHS CORROBORATING KAV- 
ANAGH’S STORY. 

THE FOURTH MAN ON THE CAR IDENTIFIED 
IN THE PERSON OF CAFFREY—CAREY 
IDENTIFIED BY ANOTHER WITNESS. 

Dustin, Feb. 15.—The examination of the 
prisoners charged with conspiracy to murder 
Govermment officers was resumed to-day. The 
following named persons were placed in the 
prisoners’ dock: James Carey, the counselor; 
Joseph Brady, Timothy Kelly, Joseph Hanlon, 
Daniel Curley, Fagan, Patrick Delaney, the 
carman Firtzharris, and Thomas Caffrey. The 
court-room was densely crowded. ‘The pris- 
oners assumed an indifferent manner. 

Patrick Cahill deposed that in passing the 
Chapel-Izod gate on the evening of May 6 he 
saw a car driving rapidly out of Phenix 
Park. One of the men or the car he identified 
as Caffrey. This completes the quartet of the 
men who were on the car. 

An old man named Flynn created some 
amusement by saying that, after cricket play- 
ing, he waiked through the park a little past 
the Polo Ground. He sawacar standing on 
the grass; the driver was beside the 
horse. Further on, four. men wero ly- 
ing on‘a grassy slope,‘ two on. each 
side. He saw James Carey sitting on 
a seat near the Gough statue. He left him in 
company with another man whom he @id not 


know. He then saw Mp, Burke alight from a 
car and join Lord Frederick Cavendish. 
Flynn’s identification of Carey was complete. 
He spoke to him while he was sitting on the 
seat. He recognized Kelly as the man he after- 
ward passed near a clump of trees. 

A witness named Huxley deposed that he 
saw four or five men lying at the place where 
the murders were committed. e identified 
Kelly as being among the group. Further on 
he saw a man andacab standing. The man 
was not in the prisoner’s duck now. He met 
successively, a stationary cab, Mr. Burke 
walking, and a stranger. 

Murphy, a laborer, identified Fitzharris as 
one who was waiting near the car with sey- 
eral others. 

Meagle, one of the bicyclists, identified 
Bradv as resting beside the road on the even- 
ing of the murder. He said he saw four men, 
one of whom was Brady, tusseling. Besides 
identifying Brady, he also identified Fagan, 
but retracted his testimony in regard to the 
latter, saying he was not sureas to him. He 
said besides the scufiling men he saw four oth- 
ers enter the cab and drive away furiously. 
His hesitation concerning Fagan caused a bad 
impression, but the witness is short-sighted. 
Meagle admitted that neither he nor his com- 
penton mentioned what they saw until the 

onday following the murders. 

Other witnesses were then examined, among 
them a Mrs. Sharp, who, notwithstanding the 
rumors concerning her evidence, merely de- 
posed to seeing the corpses. 

A constable employed at the lnchicore En- 
oad ge: deposed that he saw Brady and 

celly in June loitering round the Viceregal 
Lodge at 3 o’cloek in the morning. The wit- 
ness admitted on his cross-examination that he 
had been reduced to the ranks when a police- 
man for making a frivolous arrest. After 
further evidence corroborative of Kavanagh’s 
testimony, the case was adjourned until Sat- 
urday. 

The Crown hopes on Saturday to close the 
evidence against some of the prisoners and 
have them returned for trial, embers of the 
press only will be admitted to the 
court at the hearing on Saturday. Tho 
exclusion of the general public is abso- 
lutely necessary on account of the noise 
in the court-room, which to-day was so great 
that it was almost impossible to hear the tes- 
timony of the witnesses. Outside the Court- 
house, Kavanagh’s horse and car attracted 
crowds during the day, being used to bring up 
the witnesses for the Crown. It is expected 
that the prisoner Edward O’Brien, who was 
present at the commission of the murders in 
Phenix Park, will turn informer on Saturday. 
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THE FRENCH PRINCES. 

M. FLOQUET’S BILL MODIFIED—THE INTER- 
VIEW BETWEEN EUGENIE AND JEROME. 
Paris, Feb. 15.—The committee of the 

Chamber of Deputies, at their meeting yester- 

day to consider the various bills relating to 

pretenders, reverted to M. Floquet’s bill pro- 
hibiting the presence in France or Algeria of 
any members of former French dynasties, 
through the casting vote of M. Marcou, who 
was chosen as reporter of the committee. In 
the Chamber of Deputies to-day M. Marcou 
read the committee’s report and demanded im- 


mediate discussion of the same. M. Deves, 
Minister of Justice, said that President Grévy, 
on account of the illness of M. Faliferes, 
had not yet accepted the resignations 
of the Ministers. The Cabinet, M. Deves 
said, was ready to place itself at the 
orders of the Chamber. M. Floquet an- 
nounced that he would accept asa basis of 
compromise Senator Barbey’s proposal, ren- 
dering the Princes liable te expulsion by the 
decree of the President of the republic. The 
general debate on the committee's report was 
then closed. M. Proust, Republican, moved 
that Senator Barbey’s proposal—with a modi- 
fication placing the Princes under half-pay, 
instead of depriving them of their military 
rank—be accepted. The bill thus modified 
was adopted by a vote of 342 to 182. M. Frep- 
pel protested in the name of Alsace-Lorraine 
against the expulsion of the heirs of those who 
had added provinces to France. Gen. Thi- 
baudin, Minister of War, in reply to a ques- 
tion, promised that after the bill had been 
adopted by the Senate, if that body should so 
act upon the measure, he would explain the 
course which the Government proposed to fol 
low in regard to the Princes. 

LONDON, Feb. 15.—The general opinion in 
Paris political circles is that a dissolution of 
the Chamber of Deputies will soon occur. 

The Times publishes an authoritative state- 
ment regarding the interview on Tuesday at 
Farnborough between ex-Empress Eugénie 
and Prince Jerome Napoleon, which, it says, 
has cleared up some private misunderstandings 
existing between the ex-Empress and the 
Prince, and has led to the formal resignation 


‘of the latter as the headof the Bonaparte 


family. The ex-Empress was not called upon 
to express any opinion of her kinsman’s gen- 
eral policy, and could not, consistently with 
the line of policy adopted by her while so- 
journing in Great Britain, do more than as- 
sure her cousin of her best wishes for any 
constitutional action he may take toward 
bringing about a plebiscite. The recent 
visit of the ex-Empress to Paris was 
a mark of sympathy with Prince Napo- 
leon on account of his illegal arrest, not of re- 
spect for the views of his manifesto, She dis- 
claims participation in any unlawful or clan- 
destine enterprise against the republic, The 
Prince, on his part, states that if a popular 
vote should pronounce for a republic he should 
bow to it. The republic has never yet, he 
says, polled a clear majority of the registered 
Electors, and it is, therefore, governing merely 
by virtue of the popular apathy. If the Prince 
is banished he will come to London. He has 
no intention of abdicating his position in favor 
of hisson. The latter was not privy to the is- 
sue of the manifesto, but there is no antago- 
nism between him and his father.

EXCISE IN LOCKPORT. 
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THE DEMOCRATS DIVIDED AND ALL THE 6IT- 
IZENS INTERESTED. 

Locxport, N. Y., Feb. 15.—The skirmishing 
in the Assembly over the. Lockport Excise bill has 
something more than a local interest. It develops 
an interesting division of the Democratic Party of 
this city and vicinity on the Excise question, which 
is being carried into the Legislature. The bill 
pending in the Assembly isto repeal the act re- 
‘auiring the election of Commissioners of Excise by 
the electors of Lockport, which act is sustained by 
a large majority of the electors, without regard 
to party affiliations . or opinions on the 
question of license. By the most intelli- 


gent and best residents of this city it is 
regarded as the best practicable form of loeal op- 
tion. Both of the Niagara County members of As- 
sembly are Democrats. J. W. Higgins, from the 
Lockport district, was elected last Fall by a very 
large majority. His position on this question was 
net then clearly defined, and he obtained many 
votes from the ultra prohibition class. The liquor- 
dealers have constantly claimed him as their repre- 
sentative, and asserted that when the time for ao- 
tion arrived be would not be found wanting. It 
was observed, however, that the bill for the repeal 
of the Lockport local option law was introduced by 
Assemblyman Maher, and that Mr. Higgins did not 
take his position in favor of such repeal until com- 
pelled to do so on the vote to refer the bill to the 
Committee on Internal Affairs, in order that the 
people of Lockport might be heard. After much 
see-sawing between this committee and the Com- 
mittee of the Whole, the bill appears to stand re- 
ferred to the former committee, which will give a 
hearing on Feb. 21 to all partiesinterested. Large 
delegations from both interests will appear before 
the committee from Lockport. 

The course of Assemblyman Higgins in insisting 
that the bill should not be referred to the Commit- 
tee on Internal Affairs so that the people could be 
heard upon it—in which position he finally stood 
alone, his colleague, Mr. Welch, and members from 
Erie and St. Lawrence ‘Counties urging that our 
citizens must have their'rights for a hearing re- 
spected—is severely criticised here, even by his 
own party friends. Thetemperance people have 
forwarded to Albany by the Hon. James Jaekson, 
a Democratic ex-Mayor of the city, a petition em- 
bracing 2,500 names against the repeal of the act. 
To-day the liquor men are active in obtaining 
signatures to petitionsin favor of repeal. Demo- 
crats are especially disturbed over the situation.

DENIAL Of RUMORS ABOUT THE UNION 
PACIFIC RAILROAD. 

Boston, Feb. 15.—It is asserted, on the 
strength of statements of certain Directors of the 
Union Pacific Road, that the various reports of 
proposed consolidations with the Ceatral Pacific, 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, and other 
roads are all unfounded. Nothing of the sert 
has been proposed, nor is any extension 
or considerable construction of the road 
contemplated in the near future which 
will give any new subseription rights to stock- 
holders. The recent decrease in the earnings of the 
company is attributable largely to the bad weather 
along the lines, and also to the talling 
off in freights from connecting lines. The causes 


of the recent marked depression in the stock, it is 
declared, must be sought in Wall-street. * Possi- 
bly Messrs. Keene, Cammack, and others could 
give the information,” said a Director to an Adver- 
tiser representative who made inquiries. ** Persis- 
tent lying has had much to do with it.” 

The forthcoming report of the Government Di- 
rectors is not expected to recommend any legis- 
lation materially affecting the interests of the road. 
These Directors have visited tie company’s office 
in this City and made a thorough examina- 
tion of the seurces of information there. 
Should the Government prevail in its 
pending suit against the company and 
establish its construction of the Thurman act, it is 
believed that such a result would not affect the 
company’s net earnings unfavorably. For, as has 
been recently stated by Judge Dillon and Sidney 
Bartlett, the claim of the company against 
the Government is largely in excess of that 
of the Goverament against it. The net 
earnings of the road have thus far been and are 
uow large enough to warrant its 7 per cent. divi- 
dends, and there isno reason to donbt that they 
will be large enough in the future to continue 
them. The holdings of the stock of the 
road in Boston have been steadily increasing of 
late. For the past week the stock held here has 
aggregated about 36,000 shares. At the coming 
annual! meeting. early in Mareh, it is possible that 
the Boston interest may seeure additional repre- 
sentation on the Board of Directors.

His uncle Cotman took the case in charge, with the 
avowed intention ef removing the epell, and yes- 
terday witnessed the fruition of his labors. About 
1 o'clock Leonard was taken with asevere fit of 
coughing, when he threw up a snake about 18 
inches long, spotted white and black, and appar- 
ently of the water snake variety. The reptile was 
alive, and continued so until it was put into a bot- 
tle of rum for safe keeping. The negro still lies on 
his back on the floor, ana says there are more of 
them yet to come, adding that they come up into bis 
throat amd choke bim nearly to death, but slip 
back before le can get his fingers on them.

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OTHER RAILROAD ACCIDENTS. 

LANCASTER, Penn., Feb. 15.—Great deten- 
tion to travel on the Pennsylvania Railroad was 
caused to-day by accidents at different points. 
Two eastward-bound freights collided at Atglen 
at 2 o'clock this mornisg, wreeking five cars and 
completely blocking the traeks for several hours. 
A west-bound freight collided with another at 
Christiana at 9 o’clock, wrecking a number of cars 


and blooking the track for four hours. The engine 
of the Lancaster accommodation train also jumped 
the track within the city limits, causing a detention 
of over an hour.

Aldrich, and John G. Whittier, against any reduc- 
tion in the tariff on printed books below 2 
per cent. ad valorem, are oonfident that 


they express the views of American writers of 
books generally, in the position they take, and a 
muvueh longer list of signers, they are sure, could 
have been obtained, had it not been that prompt 
action was deemed to be necessary. It is expected 
that similar memorials, either joint or indi- 
vidual, will be presented in Congress very soon, 
and that printers, binders, and publishers of 
American books will also appear as remonstrants 
before the bill shall be finally acted upon by both 
houses of Congress. The paper already prepared 
and forwarded was not the result of any confer- 
enee, but beizg drawn up by one of the signers, 
was premptly, upon reading, indorsed by the 
otners. It is stated that the remonstrants make no 
issue upon the general question of protection as 
against free trade, but as thejpolicy of protection 
within certain limits is not recognized in the pend- 
ing legislation they deem it both inequitable and 
inconsistent with the main prineiple of legislation 
in any degree protective that the book interest 
should be singled out and subjugated to competi- 
tion with the foreign producer.

LN FAVOR OF PROTECTION. 


te em 
WORKING MEN WANT NO FREE TRADE 
WITH FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 

A mass-meeting of working men in favor of 
the protection of Ameriean labor was held in 
Cooper Institute last evening. George A. McKay 
was chosen Chairman. It was announced that 
Peter Cooper had been expected to be present, 
but had been prevented by the inclemency of the 
weather. His address was read to the audience. 
It was precisely the same one as Mr. Cooper de- 
livered to the meeting of Feb. 1, and was read 
from a printed account of that meeting. Tho 


Chairman ther introduced John Jarrett, President 
ot the Amalgamated Iron and Steel Association. 
He said in substance: 

“Itis a sad mistake to suppose that labor is not 
paid better here than in Great Britain. British 
capital and influence are in favor of free trade, and 
60 wre not in our jaterest. It is said that tariff is a tex 
onthe people. I want more of it. The British manu- 
faeturer sends his goods to this country and pays a 
tax on them. I have heard great nonsense in the re- 
cent debate in Congress on this matter. Northern 
men say that a reduction of tariff rates will largely 
reduce the cost of living. They ailtry to make it 
appear that protection will foster monopolies. In 
England free trade has lessened the wages of the 
working men at least 80 per cent. They say that the 
British working man is better educated than ever; 
yes, and worse paid. 1 am in favor of free 
trade between the States, but not with foreign 
countries. In Canada two years ago I found the 
workmen happy if they could work one-third time. 
I suggested to them to try to get a little protection. 
In 1878 the national policy was adopted in that 
country, and with good results. Ont of 322 fac- 
tories thero was no inerease in the selling prices of 
their goods. Wages underwent no change in 
185 factories; the others advanced them moreor 
less. None made any decrease in wages. [A 
voice, ‘ Please zive us the convict labor question 4 
I'll give you all you want of that when I ge 
through with this. I have studied iron and 
steel industries in this country. The wages 
paid to men working here run from 60 to 175 per 
cent. larger than men doing the same kind of 
work in England. ‘The highest price paid for eom- 
mon labor in England is 2s. 6d, per day, while the 
lowest I know of in this country is $1 25. About 
20 per cert. of the laborers in the part of the 
eountry where I live possess their own homes; in 
England about 2 per cent. do. Why all these 
strikes here?’ Because manufacturers are selfish 
and grasping. It is the duty of laber to organize 
and assert its owm power. Vote for none but men 
committed to protect laboring men."’ [Applause.| 

The Chairman then rose to introduce the next 
speaker, but was interrupted by cries of “ Blissert! 
Blissert!"" He replied: “You can’t hear Blissert 
here to-night until the advertised speakers have 
spoken.”” Henry Carey Baird was then intro- 
duced, and, among other things, said: ‘‘I want you 
to solve the tariff problem by declaring that it shall 
not be tampered with until it has been presented to 
the American people. The first thing man needs is 
the power to exchange commodities with his fellow- 
beings. These free traders want to keep up in- 
ternal taxes, but to bring about untaxed trade be- 
tween us and foreigners. There is a legitimate 
way of bringing about low prices. It is 
by making use of the forces of  na- 
ture. Three tons of eoal, utilized in making steam, 
represent the labor of one man for a lifetime. 
I want you to demand that no change be made in 
the tariff until it be submitted to the people. The 
American people has never demanded a change in 
the tariff. The Democrats have always favored 
free trade. They do so because they don’t under- 
stand the South, where their pewer is. In two 
years Virginia will lead the protective van. 
The Democratic Party do not dare to come 
into the field next year with a worse 
tariff than Mr. Morrill’s. I have a 
much better tariff here. Mr. Baird then presented 
tothe audience a number of changes which he 
proposed to have made in the tariff. He concluded 
by calling upon them ones more to demand that 
the auestion of tariff reform be submitted to the 
people. The next speaker was T. V. Powderly, 
Mayor of Seranton, Penn., who, the Chairmaz 
said, was taken from a machine shop and elected 
to his office by the working men. He said that 
he was a protectionist from the top hair of 
his head to the soles of his feet. He re- 
peated Mr. Baird's assertion that no tariff reform 
had been called for by the people, and was not 
wanted. When the Tariff Commission was ap- 
pointed no working man—no man who knew any- 
thing about the labor question—was put on it. It 
has been said, ‘‘ Let us take off the tariff ana try it 
awhile. The men will go out of the shops and go 
on the land.” The land even is not protected. 
The Earl of Dunmore, the Ear! of Dunraven, and 
other Englishmen own hundreds of thousands of 
acres of land in this country. The speaker de- 
nounced the convict labor system. Atthe conclu- 
sion of Mr. Powderly’s address the meeting was 
declared adjourned.

THE QUESTION AS TO WHETHER IT SHOULD 

BE PUBLIC OR PRIVATE PROPERTY. 
Representatives of the warehousing and oth- 
er river-front interests attended in large numbers 
at Mayor Low's office yesterday to confer with re- 
gard to certain bills affecting the docks of Prook- 
lyn now pending in the Legislature. Mr. J. P. 
Robinson said all the bills at present pending 
which proposed to take the docks out of the hands 
of private parties should be defeated. He had 
been connected with the warehousing business for 


40 years, and was convinced that the reason 
the commerce of the port of New-York 
found its best facilities in Brooklyn 
was because the warehousing interests Were in the 
hands of private parties. He thought the New- 
York Dock Department a curse to the City. He 
did not believe that the Government should be a 
purchaser of piers to enter iuto competition with 
private enterprise. If the City purchased the piers, 
compelling the present owners to sell, the result 
would be to drive away business from Brooklyn, 
and the ereation of a Dock Commission, with all 
its paraphernalia of politicians and _ political 
patronage. The City had more wharf room now than 
she needed. Asa matter of fact, wharf room was 
going begging. 

The Mayor was of opinion that the water-front 
hed been better developed by private ownership 
than it would otherwise have been, but there were 
interests other than those of the warehouse men 
and manufacturers which were in part debarred 
from accommedations on the water-front. If the 
warehouses and refineries extended along the 
water-front until they menopolized it all, the time 
was going to come when those who depend on 
landing goods that go in the rear would be at the 
meroy of the warehousing interest. The only 

uestion in the Mayor's mind was as to whether 
the bills pending inreference to the subject really 
favored a solution of the question that was wise 
and just. 

The discussion was continued for some time by 
citizens who advocated public ownership of the 
piers, and by others who favored private owner- 
ship. but no definite aetion was taken. Before the 
adjournment of the meeting the Mayor said that 
the only possible remedy for the City was in a fair 
purchase of the property needed.

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RIVALRY OF RAJLROADS

PROJECTED NEW TRUNK LINE TO 
CHICAGO. 

FORMING A LINK BETWEEN THE BALTIMORE 
AND OBIO AND DELAWARE, LACKA- 
WANNA AND WESTERN. 

The consolidation of several railroads in 
North-western Pennsylvania and South-western 
New-York, none of them in themselves of any great 
importance, under the title of the Buffalo, New- 
York and Philadelphia Railway Company, is only a 
stepping-stone to an enterprise of large proportions 
—a new trunk line from New-York to Chicago. In 
Tux Timgs of yesterday appesred advertisements 
for special meetings of the stoekholders of the 
Allegany Centraland Lackawanna and Pittsburg 
Railroad Companies on March 24. ‘Vhese meet- 
ings are called to ratify an agreement en- 
tered into between the Directors of the 
two companies for the consolidation of 
the two companies and the railroads. This 
effected, the consolidated companies are to be ab- 
sorbed by the Buffalo, New-York and Philadelphia 
Company. The details of this consolidation have 
been managed by Messrs. Post & Martin, of No. 34 
Pine-street. Charles E. Kimball, who is Secretary 
of the two roads to be consolidated and of the 
Olean and Salamanca, and Assistant Secretary of 
the Buffalo, New-York and Philadelphia Ratlroad, 
also has an office in the same building, where also 
are the offices of the Buffalo, Baltimore and Ohio 


Railroad Company, which has no existenee in the 
official railroad guide, and the National Construc- 
tion and Improvement Company. All of these in- 
terests oecupy jointly two small rooms at the rear 
of the second story. 

The most interesting feature of the room is a 
little map on which are designated in divers 
colors the various lines of road which will go to 
make up the perfected Buffalo, New-York, and 
Philadelphia Road. These consist of the existing 
Buffalo, New-York and Philadelphia, 12014 miles, 
which during the past year bas absorbed the Olean, 
Bradford and Warren, Kendall and Eldred, Mo- 
Kean and Buffalo, Bradford and Kinzua, the Gen- 
esee Valley Canal, the Rochester, New-York and 
Pennsylvania Railroad, and the Buffalo Coal Com- 
pany; the Buffalo, New-York and Philadelphia ex- 
tension to Rochester, 110 miles; the Kinzua braneh, 
28 miles; the Clermont branch, 22 miles; the Olean 
and Salamanca Road, now building. about 16 miles 
in length; the Buffalo, Pittsburg and Western Road, 
164 miles in length; the Oil City and Chieago Road, 
from New-Gastle to Stoneboro, 36 miles in 
length; the Allegany Central Road, from 
Ole to Swain’s, 61 miles in length, and 
the Lackawanna and Pittsburg, a projected 
and partially constructed road from Swain's Junc- 
tion, on the Erie Railroad, to a point on the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western Road’s western 
extension, knewn as the New-York, Lackawanna 
and Western Koad, from Buffalo to Mimira. These 
various roads, built and projected, form the een- 
tral division of the new truuk line. The eastern 
connection is to be the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western Railroad, whieh gives an entrance into 
the City of New-York. The first project of the 

ers of this road, as outlined on their maps 
issued for use in the formation of their syndisate, 
was to come into this City by way of the New- 
Jersey Central and to reach Philadelphia by way 
of the Reading Road. To make this plan availa- 
ble the Jersey Shore and Pine Creek Road, from 
Port Allegheny to Williamsport, was projected, as 
wellasto give a bee line between Buffalo and 
Philadelphia. The project failed, however, and the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Road was 
selected as the eastern outlet of the road. 

The western section is inthe main an old line— 
the Baltimore and Ohio Road. This is reached by 
an almest air line by a projected road from 
New-Castle, Penn., to Chicago Junction, Ohio, by 
the original plan. A modification, however, per- 
mits as a more available route the use of the 
tracks of the New-York, Pennsylvania, and 
Ohio—the old Atlantic and Great Western—from 
Salamanca, N. Y., to Mansfield, Ohio, where 
connections can be made with the Baltimore 
and Ohio Road directly to Chicago. The proba- 
bilities are, however, that the Baltimore and Ohio, 
which has a fondness for reaching ont into new 
fields, will find the means for building the projected 
road, and thus giving it an entrance direct to New- 
York by this route, and also a means of reaching 
the country about the lakes without paying too 
large tribute to some of its formidable rivals. 
The new road also proposes reaching the extreme 
West by means of the Baltimore ard Ohio Road, 
and to make traffic arrangements for reaching To- 
ledo and Cleveland by lateral roads not now work- 
ing in harmony with any of the combinations of the 
Ohio system. The New-York, Pennsylvania and 
Ohio Road will be used as an entrance to Cin- 
einnati. 

Although Post & Martin are the projectors of 
this scheme, and the syndicate which is to furnish 
money for itscompletion has its head-quarters in 
this City, itis supposed that the Baltimore and 
Ohio managers are the persons who are most 
actively interested in its comsummation and are 
really the parties behind i!. The negotiations 
looking to the completion of the scheme are not 
yet perfected, and are being carried on with the 
greatest possible secrecy. The people who are 
directly interested will give no information con- 
cerning it. 

Mr. Samuel Sloan, President of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Ruilroad, stated yester- 
day that the project was one in which his road 
was not financially interested or of whieh it was a 
projector. Any arrangement that his road might 
make with the newly projected line would be, he 
said, merely atraflic arrangement, as his company 
is perfectly satisfied with the connections to the 
West it now has by way of the Lake Shore, the 
Nickel Plate, and the Grand Trunk Road through 
its Western extension. 
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VANDERBILTS LATEST MOVE. 
THE CANADIAN PACIFIC GIVING AN EN- 
TRANCE TO MONTREAL. 

The latest movement of William H, Van- 
derbilt to perfeet the New-York Central system 
and its Western connections is the admiesion of 
the Canadian Pacific Railroad into the fast freight 
lines connected with the Ceutral, arrangements for 
which have been making for several weeks. The 
details of the arrangement will require from a 
month to six weeks to perfect, and when the line 
is in operation Mr. Vanderbilt will bave as fine a 
Canadian connection as the Grand Trunk now has 
a New-York connection. The Central and Cana- 


dian Pacifico have been exchanging business as a 
preliminary step to the starting of the new fast 
freight system for over three years. The means 
by which Mr. Vanderbilt will get to Montreal is 
over the Utioa and Black River Road, which runs 
from Utica to Morristown, opposite Brockville, 
Canada. The St. Lawrence River will be crossed 
by ferry-boats to Brockville, and from this point the 
route will be over’ the Brockville division of the 
Canada Central, which is owned by the Canadian 
Pacific, to Ottawa, whence the route will be over 
the Quebec, Montreal, Ottawa and Occidental Road, 
which is also controlled by the Canadian Pacific to 
Montreal. *‘ This line,” said a prominent Director 
of the New-York Central yesterday, “ is somewhat 
longer frem Western points to Montreal than the 
Grand Trunk Road, but we can afford to carry 


| freight at the same rates as the Grand Trunk, and 
| we believe that we can carry them as quickly. The 


Utica and Black River Line it is intended to use 
only ashort time. The Canadian Pacific owns the 
Credit Valley Rallroad, winch rune from St.

A FIGHT BETWEEN THER ERIE AND LACK- 
AWANNA SETTLED—GENERAL NOTES. 

RocuEstger, Fob, 15.—the Democrat and 
Chronicle has official information that tho fight be- 
tween the Erie and Lackawanna Railroad Compa- 
nies for consolidating with the Allegany Central 
Company has been settled, and that tie Allegany 
Central will consolidate and merge with the Lack 
awanna and Pittsburg, which company has entered 
into a satisfactory contract with the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western. By this contract the 
new line of road from Perkinsville, on the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western, to Belfast, on the 
Rochester Division of the Buffaio, New-York and 
Philadelphia, will consist of 22 miles of new road,

Easton, Penn., Feb. 15.—The court to-day

The New-England Company has appealed 
to the Supreme Ceurt both in this suit and in the 
suit to prevent the Wind Gap Company from run- 
ning trains over the New-England Jine into Bangor. 


CuicaGo, Feb. 15.—The Railway Age has 
tables showing that, although the number of pas- 
sengers carried during the year ending June, 1880, 
according to the census, was 270,000,000, and of em- 
ployes 419,000, of the passengers only 61 were killed 
other than by their own carelessness, or 1 to every 
4,419,000, while of employes 260 were killed, or 1 to 
every 1,611. One passenger to every 814,421 re- 
ceived injuries, and 1 employe to every 417. One 
passenger im every 3,288.000 was killed by his own 
carelessness, and 1 to every 1,266,000 was injurea. 
The astonishing feature of the figures is the small 
danger to ordinatily careful passengers. The in- 
juries to employes shows a very high rate, while 
the mortality is terrible. 

Much dissatisfaction is expressed by the railroad 
companies interested in live steck traffic east from 
St. Louis in rd to their percentages as fixed by 
Commissioner Fink. They originally stood 22 per 
cent. each to tke Vandalia, the Alton, the Indian- 
apolis and St. Lowls, and the Wabash Road, 
and 12 per cent. to the Ohio and _ Missis- 
sippi. The Vandalia made an application for 
an increase, and the Commissioner made its 
percentage 26 by taking 1 percent. from eaeh of 
the others. They appealed to Charles Francis 
Adams, Jr.. sending the appeal to Commissioner 
Fink to be forwarded. The appeal has lain in his 
office since, and he claims that a press of business 
has prevented his making up the ease. The com- 
panies are not satisfied and threaten to take mat- 
ters into their own hands unless something is done 
soon. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb, 15.—The annual report 
of the President of the Northern Central Railway 
Company, which will be presented to the annual 
meeting of stockholders at Baltimore next week, 
has just been completed. It states that the rev- 
enue for the past year amounted to $5,000.276, the 
operating expenses, $3,842,323, and net earnings, 
$1,957,853, an increase of $301,598, or 18 per eent., 
as compared with the preeeding year. To this is 
added receipts from dividends and interest and 
royalty on coal mines, making the total net re- 
ceipts $2,241,822. After deducting interest, rents, 
&c., the balance to the credit of profit and loss at 
the close of the year*rwas $439,397. 


PETERSBURG, Va., Feb. 15.—Sixteen e ject- 
ment suits against the Norfolk and Western Kail- 
road Company, which have been pending in the 
Circuit Court of Nottoway County during the past 
week, were ail withdrawn by the plaintiffs to-day.

CONGRESS AND ITS WORK |

THE TARIVF AND OTHER SUB. 
JEOTS CONSIDERED. 

THE SENATE FAILS TO FINISH ITS TARIFF 
AND TAX BILL—SOME OF THE MANY 
AMENDMENTS VOTED UPON. 

WASHINGTON, Feb, 15,—The Senate to-day 
resumed consideration of the Tariff bill. Mr. Brcx 
offered as a substitute for section 6 of the bill the 
following, which was agreed to: 

That sections 2,907 and 2,908 of the Revised Statutes 
of the United States, anc section 14 of the act entitlea 
“Anacttoamend the Customs Revenue Laws and 
Repeal Moities,” approved June 22, 1874, be, and the 
Same is hereby, repealed; hereafter none of the 
charges imposed by sald sections, or any other pro- 
visions of existing law, shall be estimated in ascer- 
taining the value of goods to be imported: nor shall 
thé value of the usual and neceseary sacks, crates 
bags, or coverings of any kind be estimated as part of 
their value in determining the amount of duties for 
which they are liable. Provided, that if any packages, 
sacks, crates, boxes, or coverings of any kind shall be 
of any material or form designed to evade duties 
thereon. or designed for use otherwise than in the 
bona fide taansportation of goods to the{United States, 


the same shall be subject toa duty of 100 per centum 
ud valorem upon the actual value of the same.” 


Mr. McPurrson moved to take up the paragraph 
embracing iron ore and pyrites which had been 
passed over at the reqnest of Mr. Concer. He 
moved to make the rate $1 per ton. 

Mr. Beck cited and had read at the desk the let- 
ter of Abram 8. Hewitt toS.S, Cox justifving bis 
advocacy of the removal of duties from iron ore 
and serap iron. This motion, Mr. Beck supposed, 
was the beginning of a general raid for the purpose 
of raising the rates on everything in the iron sche- 
dule. If so, it would be an avowal that there was 
no intention to pass a tariff bill this session. 

Mr. SrERMAN had a statement read made by Mr. 
Ely, of Ohio, before the Tariff Commission in reply 
to Mr. Hewitt’s statement there on the subject, 
and advocated the proposed increase of duty. 

Mr. Maxey sald that the protectionists had now 
thrown off the mask; the pretense of “a tariff for 
revenue” was sent to the rear and “ protection” 
was put tothe front. The nature of that system 
was well understood by the statesmen of the past, 
aad was well described by Mr. Hayne, of South Car- 
olina, when he said, in 1824: “ This system js in its 
very nature progressive. Grant what you may now, 
the manufacturers will never be satisfied. Do what 
you may for them, the advocates of ‘home indus- 
try,’ will never be content until every article im- 
ported from abroad which comes into competition 
with anything made at home shall be ‘ protected’ 
and foreign commerce entirely cut off.” This pre- 
diction was being fulfilled step by step. 

After further debate the motion to make the 
duty $1 per ton was lost~—yeas 18, nays 36. 

Mr. Concer moved to make the duty 75 cents 
per ton on iron ore, including manganiferous tron, 
but not on pyrites. Lost—28 to 33. 

The amendment made in Committee of the 
Whole in relation to the duty on “sulphur ore, as 
pyrites of sulphuret of iron,” was agreed to—yeas 
81. nays 24. 

The duty on card clothing was made 25 cents per 
square foot. 

The proviso adopted in Committee of the Whele, 
on motion of Mr. ALLIson, as an amendment to the 
salt patagraph, was agreed to. It provides for the 
refund of duties paid on imported salt in curing 
meats afterward exported. 

An amendment, of which Mr. Vaxcz gave notice 
in Committee of the Whole, was adopted, provid- 
ing that imported salt in bond may be used in cur- 
ing fish taken by vessels licensed to engage in the 
fisheries and in curing fish on the shores of the nav- 
igable waters of the United Statea nnder such reg- 
ulations as the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
prescribe, and upon proof of the use of the salt for 
either of the purposes stated in the proviso the 
duty upon it shall be remitted. 

All the reserved paragraphs having been disposed 
of the bill was open to amendments generally. 

On motion of Mr. Ransom, the internal revenue 
tax on cigarettes weighing not more than three 
pounds per thousand was reduced from 75 cents to 
50 cents per thousand. 

On motion of Mr. Morritr, “down clothing 
wools” were inserted in the wool sebedale in 
* class one, clothing wools.” 

Mr. Concer offered an amendment laying an ad- 
ditional duty of half of 1 cent. per pound on char- 
coal iron further advancet in manufacture than 
iron pigs. With this amendment pending the Sen- 
ate, at 10:25, adjourned. 


THE SESSION OF THE HOUSE. 
JAPANESE INDEMNITY, THE TARIFF, AND 
APPROPRIATIONS CONSIDERED. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Mr. Wiiutams, of | 


Wisconsin, submitted the eonference report on the 
Japanese Indemnity Fund bill. The effect of the 
bill as agreed to in conference is to return to Japan 
the original sum received from that Government 
($785,000) without imterest, to pay the officers and 
crews of the Wyoming and the Ta Kiang $140,000, 


and to caneel all the bonds comprising the Japan- 
ese indemnity fund. After a debate the report 
was agreed to. 

The House, at 12:20, went into Committee of the 
Whole on the Tariff bill, and the consideration of 
schedule E—sugar—was entered upon. 

Mr. Van Voorgers, of New-York, moved to 
strike out the firat paragraph imposing a duty of 
1 25-100 cents per pound on all sugars not above 
No. 13 Dutch standard, tank bottoms, &o., testing 
by the polariscope not above 75°, and 4-100 of a 
cent additional for every additional degree or frac- 
tion of a degree. He stated that he did this with 

| the purpose of moving to place sugar on the free 
| list. Lost—26 to 182. 

Mr. Exuts, of Louisiana, offered an amendment 
fixing the rate at 1 40-100 cents per pound. A long 
discussion ensued, which strayed far from the real 

| question under consideration and was confined

| charges of inconsistencoy—the Republicans taunt-

MARKETS. 


THE UHICAGO 


LEADING PRODUCE ACTIVE AND EXCITIne, 
WITH AN UNSETTLED TONE. 

Cuicaco, Feb. 15.—The leading produce 
markets were active and excited to-day, with a 
very unsettled tone. There was a good dea! of realiz- 
ing by longs, who thought they saw signs that the 
markets were “bumping against the ceiling,” but 
there were enough buyers to keep the prices up, 
except in wheat, although the outside news of the 
day rather favored a decline. Provisions were active 
and again stronger. Pork advanced 15 cents, and 
closed 12% cents above the latest prices of Wednes: 
day. Lard and meats advanced 714 cents and 
closed firm. There was no excitement, but a little 


more activity. Liverpool quoted an advance of 
6d. im lard, and the local hog market was 
quoted steady, & rather smaller supply, 
Some onlookers said that prices were advanced 
only in sympathy with grain, bat there was 
certainly a good demand for May lard, and paekers 
said that the inquiry for meats to ship was really 
active. The speculative trading in pork and ribs 
was mostly for May, other deliveries being merely 
nominal during a large part of the session. About 
all that Was done in them was in chaaging over at 
the close of Change. The market for May closed 
at $18 55 for pork, $1165 for lard, and $965 for 
ribs. On the afternoon call pork and lard for May 
were 2/4 cents lower, and ribs were firmer. 

Wheat was active ard averaged easier in tone, 
although selling higher. The market advaneed i 
cent early, and then fell back, gotee on ‘Change 
at 34 cent below the latest prices of Wednesday, 
at $1 15 bid for May and $1 093g for March. Lon 
don was Officially quoted 6d. per quarter higher, 
with final conclusions that the crop prospects in 
that part of the world are unfavorable. Th 
points, given to the outside world om the heels o 
the London /iznes’s announcement two days pre- 
viously, induced a good buying demand from the 
country. ‘this was freely met by local holders, 
who had received private advices of an easier feel- 
ing in England and of rains on the Pacific slope, 
while some points in the southern half of Illinois 
sent word that the wheat there is looking better 
than was expected. Our receipts were again very 
smal, and there was little inquiry tor the few car 
lots offering, but the lower grades were stronger. 

Corn was active and generally strong. May ad- 
vanced 1 cent, and closed 44 cent above the latest 
price of Wednesday, at 615¢ cents bid, while Peb- 
ruary closed 5g cent higher, at 5714 eents. The 
British advices noted a strong tone, but our re- 
eeipts were larger than the previons day, and ex- 
Pp to increase, & more active movement 
in the ceuntry being reported. There was a very 

eod outside demand at the opening, chiefly for 

ay, but the longs sold so freely as to stagger the 
market, several million bushels being unloaded 
during the first hour. This caused a recession, 
which was subsequently recovered from, but the 
market closed quite weak in sympathy with the 
later gdvices on wheat. There was a very good 
shipping demand, which took all the offerings 
of car lots, mostly at an advance of 
about 1 cent per bushel, buat they elosed 
nominally lower, with more offerings to arrive. 
The trade in sampie lots was active and generally 
at stromg prices. On the curbstone in the after 
noon the market was about 44 cent higher. Ad 
vices from the country indicate that the deliveries 
of corn ate quite large. In Nebraska, parts oi 
Kangas, and Western Iowa the farmers are carry: 
ing it to the eountry stations very freely, and re 
ceipts of leading points may be expected to show 
a large increase as soon as the weather permits af 
active rail movement. 


BROOKLYN CIVIL SERVICE. 


THE REFORM ASSOCIATION’S BILL FOR A 
LOCAL CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION. 

The annual meeting of the Civil Service Re 
form Association of Brooklyn was held last even 
ing in the Directors’ room of the Art Association 
Building, in Montague street. Frederie Cromwell, 
the President of the association, in bis annual ad: 
dress said that this association, as well as all 
others, was to be congratulated that Congress had 
passed so satisfaetory and so comprehensive a bill 
asthe Pendleton bill. This was of value only as 


it gave opportunity; it was simply an agreement 
as to the kind of remedy, while the application 
was yet tebe made. No doubt difficulties woul 
arise and mistakes would be made; every frau 
and loss in the service, all offenses of wrong-doert 
and results of negligenee, incapacity, and dishon: 
esty would be attributed to the measare. An elec 
tieu of officers was held, Mr. Cromwell being again 
chosen as President, with the following Vice-Pres!- 
denta: William M. Brasher, David H. Cochran, 
Ethan Allen Doty, William G. Low, Riehard H. 
Manning, David M. Stone, John Trusiow, John B. 
Woodward. 

The Committee on Municipal Affairs reported the 
bill it had prepared, to be presented to the Legis 
lature, which is an act to regulate and improve thé 
subordinate municipal civil servies of Brooklyn 
This bill, after in its preamble demanding a system 
of appointments and promotions through open and 
competitive examination, such as would afford th¢ 
fairest opportunity to all candidates, and seoure fol 
the city the most effieient and economical service, 
provides that the Mayor of the city of Brooklys 
sball appoint, as soon as possible after the act be 
comes a law, three persons, not more than two ol 
whom shal! be of the same political party, as Civil 
Service Commissieners, and these shal! constitute 
the Civil Serviee Commission of Brooklyn. The 
term of office shall be two years, and they shal 
held offiee until their suecessors are appointed, 
and also are to serve without compensation. The 
bill also provides that ee, anol S 8 
ment who is appointed y the Maj 
the Controller and Auditor shall be asso 
ciated with the Civil Service Commissioners in 
determining all matters relating to their special 
departments. The commission are aiso rec ui ; 
to prepare and submit rules for the examinat 00.¢ 
applicants for employment in the various — 
pal departments, and they are also empowere a 
submit rules for the appointment and promotion 
of subordinates in the Controller's and Anditor’s 
departments. The commission, according to the 
act, must report every year. and the Board 
of Estimate of Brook!yn is authorized to insert fg 
its estimate an ammount necessary to pay the ex: 
penses of the commiseion. but in no case Is the sum 
to exceed $1,000 for any one year. Tho report was 
unanimeusiy adopted, with @ recommendation 
that the committee further consider the matter as 
to whether the apportionment limit should not be 
greater, and the Commissioners receive the sum of 
$5 or more for attendance at ezoh meeting or ex- 
amination. The committee was aiso requested ta 
las soon as possible, and to use all 
ite powers to secure its passage.

gomm usprerRiAL FACTS IN TEE ABBEY’S 
HISTORY — MODERN ENTERPRISES AT 
BARROW—TOWNS OF RAPID GROWTH. 
Forxess Ansey, Jan. 19.—‘‘ The monks 
pf old” were ‘‘wise in their generation,” and 
jn nothing were they more discreet than in 
the selection of sites for their monastic estab- 
lishments. In the most fertile valleys, by the 
pleasantest water-courses, in sheltered spots 
sbounding with game, near picturesque bays 
jeeming with fish, you find relics of their his- 
boric institutions. Furness Abbey was evi- 
Bently a magnificent example of medimval 


. prehitecture. It was originally populated by 
ea colony of monks from Savigny, in Nor- 
: y, who, after settling fora time near 
, came to this green retreat in what 
jwas then called the Vailey of Deadly Night- 
phade. Theabbey was built at the suggestion 
of Stephen, Earl of Boulogne, afterward 
King of England. His Majesty endowed it 
with much land in the same manner 
that railway companies now obtain grants 
fn part compensation for the con- 
struction of the first track in a new 
sountry. The monks of Furness were a for- 
midable society and did not, as some people 
might suppose, devote most of their time to 
religious exercises. They were enterprising 
men of business. They were ship-owners, 
miners, and smelters. Their ships traded with 
foreign countries, sailing to and fro from their 
jown local ports. They discovered the min- 
eral treasures of the district and were the first 
{to work the iron mines of Furness, Their ap- 
ces did not enable them to do great things 
this way, but they no doubt exported ore as 
pnarticle ef exchange for foreign products, 
They are known to have erected two smelting 
furnaces on Walnez Island, at Barrow. The 
Income of the society in the days of Edward 
f., over 550 years ago, was equivalent to £18,- 
p00 a year. At the timeof the Dissolution. 
fn 1587, it had fallen to £9,000. At that 
time the abbey was occupied by 33 monks 
and 100 other inmates, including servants. 
The house which is now the hotel was 
the residence of the Abbot, and subsequently 
wvas the abode of the Preston family. It is a 
=~ sandstone that was used in the building. 
he warm color of the material is complemen- 
to the rich ego of the surrounding turf 
and meadows. The work was done from 600 
to 700 years ae. and yet to-day the masonry 
that remains is as firm asa-rock. The Abbots 
pf Yurness reigned here in peace and content- 
sfent for 400 years, and some say with an 
abuse of their great wealth and privileges. 
From the day when the abbey had to be-sur- 
rendered to Henry VIIL it gradually fell into 
decay and neglect. Under fostering care the 
splendid ecclesiastical pile of buildings might 
have stood to this day, but the new authori- 
ties allowed the place to be dismantled. Many 
fine pieces of its ornamental stone-work were 
carriedaway to help build and decorate par- 
ish churches and other establishments. ur- 
ing three centuries it has remained a ruin, the 
ollowing touching reference to which is made 
y Wordsworth : 
™“ Here, where of havoc tired and rash undoing, 
left his structure to become Time’s prey,

_. Monmachism has often been ignorantly con- 
demned without a recognitien of the goed 
with which it endowed the country. hile 
the tendency of baronial feudalism was to 
make people think of nothing but war and the 
chase, the monks held up the ve f and sacred- 
ness of labor. They prom culture, 
knd they were generous masters. he fatm 
jaborers owed to them the overthrow of vil- 
leinage. Thus raised from vassalage to inde- 
pendence, the common people went to work 
and acquired property. The monks set exam- 
ples as traders. They were manufacturers as 
well as farmers, miners as well as fishermen. 
Monasteries were seif-sustained and not.sim- 
ple by endowments: their principles enforced 
as far as possible the golden rule that each es- 
biishment should supply its own wants by 
ts own labor. Here were lessons of industry, 
mnorality, self-denial. We commend ourselves 
to-day upon our great men and our vast 
works, but “there were giants in those days” 
also, and they have left their. *‘sign manual” 
on buildings which the world, despite its 
vancement, cannot match in any of its 
ymodern edifices. It is, in truth, largely upon 
_ Bheexamples and policy of the Abbots and their 
pettlements that England has founded her 
prosperity. The real authors of the new town 
of Barrow-in-Furness (with its great steamer 
City of Rome in dock) were the monks of Fur- 
Abbey, whose ships sailed the waters of 
its port and whoso furnaces blazed upon its 
ds 500 years ago. It was the monks of 
emouth Priory who were among the 
first persons in the North of England 
fo enter upon the enterprise of coal- 
wining in England. The earliest records 
ing to this industry date back to the time 
when IIL granted a charter to the freoe- 
‘ men of Newcastie-on-Tyne relating to the 
working of coal. Nevertheless, in 1273 the 
pse of coal in London was prohibited by royal 
lamation. ‘The dogged persistence of the 
inglish character is illustrated by the fact 
that so little attention was paid to this order 
that a second royal mandate had to be issued 
instituting severe money penalties against de- 
Jinquents, whose ‘furnaces and kilns” 
‘were also ordered to be destroyed. 
‘Coal was, however, a greater king than 
the monarchs who endeavored to put 
i down, and not long after the 
jsecond probibition of its genial reign, the prod- 
act of the north was used in the royal 
In 1380 the neo Ne T —- 
rwent regularly into the coa an e 
eased a colliery at the rent of £5 year, 
ben cams the tax-gatherer to levy tolls for 
e benefit of the King and his Government. 
‘wo pence per chaldron was levied on sea- 
borne coal, and in 1421 the tax was or Ra 
forced. Mining was a simple business in those 
days, being little better than mere quarrying, 
‘the operations being chiefly confined to ex- 
‘tracting the mineral from exposed veins, 
‘Smelting, too, was in its veriest infancy. The 
i nm melted their tin just in the same 
ray that the Phcenicians done, Iron was 
treated on a more enlarged scale of knowl- 
edge. Ornamental castings are proved to 
have been made in England as early as the 
fourteenth century. The practical Bacon, al- 
‘Iuding to the neglect of the art of ‘* desilver- 
izing” lead, regretted the loss thus accruing 
from the exportation of native lead without 
first extracting its silver. It is singular that 
an art alleged to be so profitable as the *‘ de- 
silverization” of lead should have beep lost.or 
neglected from the time of the Roman occupa- 
jtion until the period when Bacon mentions it, 
more particularly when one notes its antiquity, 
‘for the Deg is referred toin the Book of 
Job and in Jeremiah. Indeed, the desilveriza- 
jtion of lead by oxidation seems to have been 
j@ process as old as mining, 
: The more we dive into the history of mon- 
lachism the more we see that the Old World 
lis indebted to it for many of its best privileges 
‘and customs, and England for much of its 
lenzly prosperity. Dr, John Yeats, ia his 
“Growth and Vicissitudes of Commerce,” has 
borne this well in mind. Sanctuaries of learn- 
g as wellas of labor, each religious retreat 
“‘wasacentre of industry greater than mili- 
glory.” From the successful fusion of 
tthe two rival races, Saxon and Norman, pro- 
moted by the Church, dates its growth as our 
industrial and commercial power. Henry IL 
ancorporated the weavers of London and gave 
them many privileges, condemning ail foreign 
‘wool to be burned, Edward I. and IL. were 
warlike rulers, continually in need of pecu- 
miary subsidies, and unscrupulous as to the 
means by which they obtained them. They 
perceived that trade was a main source 
of wealth, and so far, therefore, they 
encouraged the pursuits of industry. Edward 
'l. opened the English ports to ths merchants 
of Germany, France, the Netherlands, Portu- 
gal, Spain, Lombardy, and Tuscany, but he 
confiscated the property of 16,000 Jews whom 
he banished from the kingdom. Edward III. 
nted the weavers, dyers, and fullers of 
Flanders exclusive privileges to induce them 
to settle in the Kingdom, yet at the same 
jtime fettered the grant with absurd regula-

tanding here in the shadow of eight centu- 
ries, cast upon the green turf by those solid 
red sandstone walls of Furness Abbey, typical 
of the solidity of the English character, and 
presently contemplating the latest develop- 
ments of British ail carried out by men as 
sturdy and as strong as those who laidin the 
foundations of her commercial prosperity, I 
cannot help saying to myself that ‘she will 
be hard to beat.” And | am inspired to in- 
dulge in this brief soliloquy for the reason 
that wherever I go among her industrial 
populations I find her in severe, if not bit- 
ter, competition with some other nation, 
and I find her doing battle, as it were, with a 
band tied up or a leg hoppled, as the 
fighting giants of the village school were handi- 
capped when I was a boy. When I say a 
hand tied up I mean the voluntary abnegation 
of the right to impose retaliatory tariff against 
rivals and opponents while coming into her 
rts free, exact taxes upon certain classes of 
nglish goods which are literally prohibitive. 
There is something as bold, as chivalrous, in 
the way she stands by her principles of free 
trade, even while her example instead of 
oe is checked by increasing duties and 
obstructive tariffs that might have incited a 
less sober and patient peonle to severe meas- 
ures, 

Itis a common prediction (and especially 
since Mr. Gladstone committed his name and 
porwr Boog that America will one day 
snatch England her commercial su- 
aw. The vast resources of the United 

tates favor this view, and both English capi- 
taland English labor are willing to be ab- 
sorbed in the interests of America. England 
will not much mind the New World going 
ahead of her, but she entortaixsentirely differ- 
ent sentiments toward the rival nations ot Eu- 
rope. That she will be ‘“‘hard to beat” even 
by America is a conclusion continually forced 
upon one while traveling through her vast 
pulsating, never-resting industrial centres. The 
idea sometimes expressed by stay-at-home 
Americans that she is ‘‘an effete old country” 
is only an evidence of how little some people 
know of the people beyond the sea. 
Citizens of the United States who travel in 
Europe and many, of course, who have never 
crossed the Atlantic are well up in the history 
and the manufacturing capacity of their Eng- 
lish cousins. It is not an uncommon occur- 
rence for Americans to come to England with 
a far wider and deeper knowledge of the his- 
tory of commerce, trades, position, and pras- 
pects of the old country than is pos by 
the average Englishman himself. But as 
you travel west under the flag of the great Re- 
public you often meet with very vague no- 
tions among native Americans of the real 
character and stren of this country. 
“ Played out” is a verdict one often hears, for 
instance, in such cities as St. Louis and Chi- 
cago. Our friends in the last-mentioned city 
are so deeply interested with their wonder- 
ful progress that they cannot realize 
the possibility of anything like the growth of 
new and powerful cities in an old country 
such as Engiand, whose industries and com- 
merce date back to the medimval ages. But 
there are many remarkabie instances of the 
rise of new communities in England within 
the memory of living men—notably West 
Hartlevool and Barrow-in-Furness. <A gentile- 
man, recently dead, founded West Hartlepool. 
When ho was a young man all there was of it 
was & stake sticking outof the sand. To-day it 
ranks among the foremost ports of the kingdom. 
At the beginning of the present century there 
wasonly one house on the peninsular where 
this new town and port of Barrow is built, and 
in 1846 the site still showed no other habita- 
tion. ** WhenI came here 15 or 16 — 5 oi 
said the landlord of the Furness Abbey Inn, 
who drove me in his gig —— the hedged 
lanes into the town, “‘ that white house yon- 
der was the onlyjbuilding on what is called the 
island,” now covered with ship-building 
— docks, parks, school-houses, churches, 

ge blocks of ‘ Scotch flats,” (tenement- 
houses of a superior character,) and other 
‘** resources of civilization,”’ while the channel 
that originally cut off the island from tbe 
mainland .has been converted into a couple 
of docks, *‘The Devonshire” and “ 
Buccleuch,” (one 30 acres and _ the 
other 31 in extent,) and there has 
been lately added to these, on the west 
side of the island, “‘The Ramsden Dock,” of 
68 acres, with speciai appliances for the Ameri- 
can cattle trade. On Walney Island, where 
the monks of Furness smel the local oar, 
stand St. Mary’s Church and parsonage. The 
Barrow authorities have bought a piece of the 
island as a recreation ground for the people. 
The soil is rich and productive, There is an 
ancient village upon it, called North Scale. 
In the old days the abbots of Furness erected 
dikes to restrict the mvading sea, which, 
at high tides, often flowed over the 
island.) When Henry VIII confiscated 
the monkeries he neglected to perform 
their good works. Walney Island 
was therefore inundated in 1771, 1796, and also 
in 1821. This historic island is to this day (in 
spite of the close proximity of the populace of 
w and ti noisy manufactories) the 
haunt of great flocks of sea fowl, including the

It will be seen by these few notes that Bar- 
row partly consists of two islands as well as 
of the mainland. The channels between these 
islands have been ingeniously utilized for ship- 
pine pesca and the town is laid out on a 

r d liberal scale as to streets, and evi- 
dently with a view to the possibilities of a 
great future. Im 1847 the population of Bar- 
row numbered 325; in 1864 it had increased to 
10,068, in 1867 to 17,000, in 1878 to 40,000, at 
the last census, 1880, to 47,000, and at the pres-’' 
ent time it is estimated at close upon 50,000. 
The development of the district has been ac- 
eelerated by the Furness Railway, running 
hence to Whitehaven on the one hand and 
to Lancaster on the other, picking up by 
branch lines the minerals of the n 
districts. Itis only a short line of some hundred 
miles. The first portion of it was opened in 
1847, and over 20 vears it has regularly paid 
an average dividend of 744 percent. During 
the first year of mining it conveyed to the 
port of Barrow 103,768 tons of ironore. The 
mines of this. Furnese district are next.in value 
and importance to those of Essen in Germany

, creased to 621,525 tons per annum. Some 10 


or 12 years ago the Hematite Steel-works were 
started; one of the chief docks was fimished at 
about the same time, (Mr. Gladstone being 
present at its opening;) in 1870 new steam 
corn mills were built, the Barrow-in-Furness 
Irou Ship-building Company was formed, 
new gravying-docks were excavated, and 
a yacht club was established; 1871 saw 
the commencement of the flax and jute mills 
and the foundations laid of engineering, rope, 
and other works. As these establishments 
grew the population increased, and as the pop- 
ulation increased the new town began to as- 
sume shape. Churches and schools, hotels and 
stores were built, newspapers were started, 
working men’s clubs were founded, and Bar- 
row-in-Furness took its place as a business 
centre. 


Behind all this activity are the resources of 
the great territorial house of Devonshire. 
Most of the land belongs to the Duke of 
Devonshire. In its development he was guided 
by Mr. Ramsden. This gentleman has since 
been knighted, and a statue has been erected 
to his memory during his lifetime in the prin- 
cipal thoroughfare of Barrow. His Grace of 
Devonshire is spoken of in the highest terms 
of admiration by the townspeople for his en- 
tervrise, liberality, and amiable characteris- 
tics. Pror to the murder of Lord Frederic 
Cavendish in Phoenix Park the Duke regularly 
visited Barrow to take pert in the directorial 
meetings of the various companies. 
Frederic often accompanied him. The Duke 
has not appeared at Barrow since he 
buried his mart son in the little 
churchyard near Chatsworth in Derbyshire. 
Lord and Lady Edward Cavendish occasion- 
ally visit the town to take part in works of so- 
cial and oducational progress. Sir James 
Ramsden, who has done so much te create the 
town, lives on one of the sunny slopes near 
Furness Abbey, which belangs to his friend, 
the Duke of Devonshire.

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FULION MARKET STANDS. 
acnicaatioe 
ALLEGED FAVORITIEM CHARGED BY MANY 
OF THE STANDHOLDERS. 

The Aldermanic Committee on Markets met 
yesterday in the City Hall and resumed its inquiry 
into the manner in which stands in Fulton Market 
are let. Charles E. Pearsall, a fruit-dealer, said to 
the committee that he was a standholder in the 
old market and had a permit for a stand in the 
new structure, but he had been told by the chief 
clerk of the market that he would not be givena 
stand. The clerk thought restaurants had no busi- 
ness to be in a market, yet one-sixth of Fulton 
Market was taken up with such establishments. 


Witness knew of only one other person besides 
Patrick Fitzpatrick who had not been allowed to 
have a restaurant in the new market. 

George B. Weaver, a fish-dealer, said he once 
tried to rent some stands in Fulton Market, but 
could not, and the Controller gave the same 
stands to Mr. Blackford. He would not rent the 
stands now if he could, because so much favorit- 
ism was shown to certain standholders. Witness 
thought having restaurauts in the market was‘all 
right, for euch establishments drew custom for 
other standholders. Patrick Fitzpatrick, he con- 
tinued, was one of the first to sign the petition for 
a@ new market, and it was a shame tnat he was not 
allowed to have a stand in the new building. 

John C. Winters, another fish-dealer, said he had 
four stands in the new market. So far as he knew, 
the allotment of stands had been fairly made. He 
believed that the stands used by restaurants could 
be rented for market purposes, but, at the same 
time, he thought the restaurants drew customers 
to the market. He did not think the rent charged 
was small, because the standhaiders were liable to 
be moved at any time by the Controller. Besides 
thet, the holders had to pay money time and again. 
Witness once paidaclerk of the market, a man 
named Sullivan, $500 as a bonus to have a stand 
transferred from another man’s name to that of 
the father of the witness. Witness did not know 
whether the $500 was handed over to the Con- 
troller or not. It was a usual thing in the market 
to pay such bonuses. There was scarcely a dealer 
in the market who had not been obliged to pay 
money, and they never took rece:pts for such pay- 


ments. 

Robert Yates told the committee that he had 
kept an oyster stand in Fulton Market since 1852, 
but bad been refused a stand in the new bafiding. 
beoause, he was tola, no fires would be allowed in 
the market. He tried to get a stand in the street 
to sell oysters and clams. The Controller referred 
him to Superintendent Devoe, who declared there 
was noroom for Mr. Yates, although there were 
then a number of vacant stands. The great trouble 
was that the standholders had no protection. Wit- 
ness bad sunk $6,000 on his stands, Mr. Fitzpatrick 
double that, and Mr. Dorlon three times as much, 
hy they were liable to be turned out at any time. 

deed, witness and Fitzpatrick had already been 
left out. The stands ought to be sold at public 
auction and leased for a specific term of years. 

Joseph B. Disbrow, a Fulton Market butcher, 
was of the opinion that the stands in the new 
building had not been fairly apportioned. If the 
Superintendent of Markets knew enough to write 


.a@ book about markets, he ought to know hew to 


lay out such a building.- Witness had lost 111 super- 
ficial feet of space as compared with his old quar- 
ters. Witness complained to the Superintendent, 
and the latter remarked that it was pretty late in 
the day for such a complaint to be made. The Su- 
perintendent was always of that opinion when wit- 
ness sought his rights. He never gave witness a 
civilanswer. Mr. Disbrow thought Mr. Fitzpatrick 
oom to have the same privileges as other stand- 
olders. 

At the conclusion of this testimony the commit- 
tee adjourned. 

The standholders in the new and central portion 
of the market have decided to have no form 
opening of the market. Each standholder will 
move into the market at his own convenience. 
The formal opening was given up, as the stand- 
holders could not agree as to what should be its 
character. The central‘part of the market is now 
inclosed with a pointed roof of glass, and the work- 
men were en; da yesterday in putting up stalls 
and finishing off the stands. ‘The marketmen will 
begin to move inside in a very few days, although 
the greater number will not take possession of the 
stands till April 1. 


MISS DOYLE MADE MISERABLE. 


THE TROUBLE CAUSED BY FINDING A SMALL 
SUM OF MONEY IN THE STREET. 

Miss Catharine Doyle, a young woman em- 

pleyed at Stern's, in West Twenty-third-streot, 


and living at No. 5 Perry-street, appeared in the 
Jefferson Market Police Court yesterday, in res- 


ponse to a summons issued by Justice Duffy, on 
complaint of Charles Motel, who lives at Eighth- 
avenue and Fifteenth-street. The latter alleged 
that on the evening of Nov. 23, 1882, he lost $136 
in the strect near his residence, and that he ad- 
vertised his loss in the papers, but received no 
response. Some time ago he learned that Miss 
Doyle had found.a sum of money in the street, and 
believing that it was his money, he made a demand 
for it, which was refused. He therefore sammoned 


her to court. Ex-Police Justice Ledwith appeared 
in behalf of Motel, while the interests of Mias 
Doyle were looked after by Police Justice Murray. 
The young woman said that on the evening of 
Nov. 21,.1882, two evenings before Motel lost his 
money, she fousd a small sum of money in the 
street. She soanned the advertisements in the 
—— papers, looking for an owner for the 
money, but did not.find one. She then asked the 
priest of the parish in which she resides to take 
charge:of the money, but he refused. By the ad- 
vice of Police Justice Murray she advertised in-the 
papers and then her troubles began. She received 
a number of letters from persons who claimed to 
have lost sums of money varying from $5 to $600, 
and also from many persons whe had been robbed. 
One pentoman, who lives in Orange, N.J., and 
who had been robbed, wrote to Miss Doyle, and 
this was followed by an epistie froma lady who 
had been robbed of a pet dog. Miss Doyle's life 
was made miserable by her numerous corre- 
spondents, and she bitterly regretted that she had: 
found the ee. To add to her discomfort came 
the.claim of Motel and the summons to appear in 
court. By advice of Justice Murray she refused to 
disclose to the complainant the exact amount of 
money found by her or where she found it, but she 
told Justice Duffy that the sum was less than $25. 
The cemplainant, through his counsel, alleged 
that she had made several eonflicting statements 
in relation to the money found by her, and in order 
to settle the matter satisfactorily to all persens 
concerned, the examination in the cAse was ad- 
journed until next Tuesday afternoon.

THE CITY'S WATER SUPPLY. 

The Mayor's Water Supply Committee 
listened yesterday to James M. Smith, one of the 
contractors who was engaged in building the Wee- 
hawken tunnel. He believed a 15-feet diameter

IMPERFECT WORK BY MR. COLEMAN AND 
HIS CONTRACTORS. 

The unusually heavy and protracted storms 
of snow and hail and rain of the past week have 
left the streets of this City in a cendition such as 
was seldom seen, even in the old days when the 
Police Commissioners had full sway over the 
Street-cleaning Bureau. After the heavy snow- 
storm of Saturday night and Sunday morning a 
spasmodic attempt was made by Commissioner 
Coleman ané his contractors to remove the snow 
from Broadway and some of the principal down- 


town streets, but the work was imperfectly done, 
and most of the sidé streets were left untouched. 
During the week snow and rain have succeeded 
each other in liberal doses, and the result bas been 
that the streets for the past few days bave been 
a disgrace to the City and an eyesore to the 
community. Snow and dirt and rain mingled 
together formed a slush yesterday which blockaded 
every thoroughfare in the City, and made it impos- 
sible fora pedestrian to cross Broadway without 
plunging almost ankle deep in the filthy mixture. 
ark Row wasin even amore wretched condition 
than Broadway, and deep puddies stood in the 
street opposite the Post Office, so that people were 
forced to walk an entire blockin order to secure 
a safe resting place. West Broadway, which js the 
chosen field of horse cars and heavy tratks, was 
one ocean of slush from Barclay to Canal street, 
and the daring traveler who attempted to cross at 
any point between these two streets was sure to 
wade above theijtops of his boots, and stood a very

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The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, tn this region, occasional rain, 
followed by slightly warmer, partly cloudy 
weather, easterly to southerly winds, statwnary 
or slowly falling barometer. 


The Assembly Committee on Cities will 
meet in the Governor’s Room in the City 
Hall to-morrow at 11:30 to hear arguments 
on the Mayor’s proposed amendments to the 
City charter. It is to be hoped that the 
people who have a vital interest in the 
good government of New-York will 
be represented at this session as well 
as the politicians whose occupation the 
amendments are calculated to take away. 
Dutside of the latter class there is but little 
flifference of opinion in regard to the 
principle of single-headed departments 
and direct Executive responsibility, 
though there may be about the 
time when it should be carried into effect. 
But the committee is not at all likely to take 
this for granted, and any assumed demand 
for municipal reform might well be discred- 
ited which nobody thought worth the 
trouble ot formulating and defending. 
Brooklyn never would have secured the 
boon of a responsible and efficient system 
of local government but for the energy with 
which her need of it was urged on the atten- 
tion of the Legislature, and New-York will 
certainly not deserve it if we cannot make a 
respectable muster of representative citizens 
able and willing to speak for the interests of 
the tax-payers as opposed to those of the tax- 
eaters. 


The Senate refused yesterday to increase 
the duty on iron ore, which has been fixed 
at 50 centsa ton. If Senator SuHeRrman is 
to be believed, this action will involve the 
flirest consequences to the protective system, 
since, in his estimation, the Tariff bill 
**strikes at the iron industries of the coun- 
try right and left, and if their foundation— 
the iron ore industry—is to be left unpro- 
tected the whole superstructure will fall.’ 
To ordinary observation it would seem that 
cheap raw material would be as desirable to 
the iron industry as to any other branch 
of manufacture, and that the cost of ocean 
freight is quite a sufficient protection 
for so crude a product as ore, without any 
added duty whatever. Considering also 
that the present duty of 20 per cent. ad 
valorem is equivalent to but 54 cents a ton, 
it argues a singularly infantile condition in 
the great iron mining interests of the United 
States to clamor for an increase to $1 a ton 
and to raise the cry of impending ruin 
when 4 cents a ton of protective duty is 
stricken off. The persistency of the New- 
York Senators in making themselves the 
champions of a few mine-owners and in 
‘voting in all cases for the maximum rates of 
duty is a flagrant instance of ignorance of, 

or indifference to, the interests of the vast 
majority of the people they are supposed to 
represent.

As finally passed, the Japanese Indemnity 
bill returns to Japan the original sum ex- 
acted by the Government of the United 
States without interest. This sum, $785.,- 
000, in gold, was received by our Govern- 
ment in 1864. Having been invested and 
reinvested by the State Department, it now 
amounts to about $1,800,000. The bill, as final- 
wy wereed upon, returns the principal with- 


out the interest, orders the canceling of the 
bonds in which the indemnity was invested, 
and pays $140,000 to the officers and crews 
| of the two vessels engaged in making re- 
i prisals upon Japan for the outrage subse- 
quently condoned on the payment of 
the indemnity. This is a lame and 
impotent conclusion. It is unworthy of a 
great and generous nation like ours. The 
liberality with which we have rewarded the 
labors of the American crews concerned in 
the Shimonoseki affair is in striking con- 
trast with the parsimony with which we re- 
turn to Japan, after nearly twenty years, the 
exact sum extorted from her at the cannon’s 
mouth. If the original amount is returned 
because it has been wrongfully withheld, 
common honesty demands that we should 
pay with it the money which it has 
earned while we have kept it. We have 
compromised with our Japanese creditor. 
And it is due to the truth of history to say

The statement that ‘‘ Peru declines any 
further mediation by the United States’’ 
naturally suggests the question how much 
of Peru and what part of it have declined 
our friendly services. The Minister we late- 
ly sent to that very much disorganized re- 
public has thus far been unsuccessful in his 
attempts to find an authorized person to re- 
ceive his credentials. Anarchy has become 
the seemingly permanent condition of affairs 
in the country which four years ago so 
boastfully took up arms against Chili in a 
quarrel which did not-concern her. All the 
endless negotiations for peace result in no 
perceptible progress toward that desirable 
end. President CaLpERON is still in con- 
ference with the Chilian Government, how- 
ever, and itis no doubt true that a peace 
signed by him would have the support of 
Ieuesras’s Congress and all the northern 
departments. Whether these more sensible 
views would prevail over the inconceivable 
vanity and recklessness which make up the 
entire political capital of the various parties 
in Lima and the South cannot be foretold. 








The Five Cent Fare bill has been passed 
by the State Senate with almost as near an 
approach to unanimity as marked its passage 
in the Assembly. At least one lesson of the 
Fall election seems to have been thoroughly 
learned by legislators, and that is that the 
interests of the people cannot safely be sub- 
ordinated to those of Jay GouLp or any oth- 
er capitalist rich and unscrupulous enough 
to purchase legislation. Whatever blunders 
may be committed at Albany this year, 
the passage of a tax-exemption bill for the 
benefit of the elevated railroads and the 
smothering of a reduced fare bill will not be 
among the-number. It remains to be seen 
what force the Governor will attach to the 
argument of the railroad managers that they 
are entitled to a dividend of 10 per cent. on 
the’ capital invested in their enterprises be- 
fore being subject to any reduction on the 
existing rate of fare. Had they ever made 
a single honest statement about the actual 
cost of the elevated roads and their equip- 
ment, or had they shown any regard for 
ordinary business rectitude in their con- 
tinuous stock inflation, they might secure 
some attention to such an appeal. They will 
have some difficulty in showing that they 
are not earning very much more than 10 
per cent. on the legitimate capital of the 
roads, and still more in proving that uniform 
five-cent fares will at all imperil the security 
of that investment. 





RERDELL AS A WITNESS. 

A new aspect has been given to the star 
route prosecution by the action of Monrt- 
ForT C. RERDELL, who yesterday withdrew 
his first plea, pleaded ‘‘ guilty,’’ threw him- 
self on the mercy of the court, and offered 
to testify to all the facts within his knowl- 
edge touching the conspiracy. He was 
afterward put upon the stand and began his 
evidence, which promises to be of the utmost 
importance. Heretofore the Government 
has labored under a great difficulty. Abso- 
lute knowledge of a conspiracy is necessarily 
confined to those who participate init. No 
one else can know, unless informed by them, 
the method and purpose of their plotting, 
the details of their plans, or the facts per- 
taining to their corrupt gains. Outside evi- 
dence is necessarily fragmentary, and its 
force is a matter of inference. On the 
first trial of this case, and on the pres- 
ent trial up to the point at which ReRDELL 
turned evidence for the Government, a great 
mass of facts was presented tending irresist- 
ibly to show that there must have been a 
corrupt conspiracy to defraud the Govern- 
ment. No other conclusion could harmon- 
ize with the facts, but the only testimony 
that bore directly upon the inner secrets of 
the combination was that given by WaLsH 
and by ex-Attorney-General MacVraacu and 
ex-Postmaster-General James regarding ad- 
missions made by Brapyand Rerpevy. It 
is believed that SPENCER could have testified 
to admissions made by 8. W. Dorsey, but 
he escaped the witness stand by voluntary 
exile, a course which certainly did not sup- 
port the pretense that he had no such 
knowledge as was attributed to him. 

While nobody has doubted the truth of 
the statements of MacVwacn and James as 
to the confession made to them by ReEr- 
DELL, the defense have very plausibly thrown 
a certain doubt over the truth of the confes- 
sion itself. ‘They have pretended that the 
Attorney-General and Postmaster-General 
were approached by RERDELL as a detective 
trick to draw from them something of their 
plans and purposes. Again it has been pre- 
tended that he set out to give them a false 
statement in aid of their persecution 
of the guileless Brapy and Dorsey, 

whom they were determined to rnin 
in the hope of reward, and at 
all times it has been boldly asserted 
that his story was false. Moreover, he had 
been induced :to retract it. It could not, 
therefore, have its full weight unless he 
should see fit to go upon the witness stand 
and reiterate it under oath and furnish the 
lacking details. Now that he has deter- 
mined to take that course, the prosecution 
will, for the first time, have the benefit of 
direct inside information concerning the 
conspiracy. Its value will depend on the 
credibility of the witness, the motives 
by which his course is directed, and 
the consistency of his testimony - with 
facts otherwise established. It will have 
the greater weight in view of the fact stated 
by Mr. Merrick that he was not induced to 
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take this course by any solicitation or prom- 
ise of the Government. He depends en- 
tirely on the mercy of the court and the Gov- 
ernment for any immunity that may result 
from his turning State’s evidence. His mo- 
tives are not difficult to fathom, but they 
would be inexplicable on the supposition that 
his testimony was not true. 

RERDELL was a subordinate agent in the 
conspiracy, representing Dersey as his em- 
ployer, and he seems to have been worked 
into it at first without much consciousness 
of its character. He continued in it and 
shared its rewards when he became fully 
aware of the nature of the business. He 
was, therefore, by no means a guiltless par- 
ticipant in the frauds, but it required 
more strength of character and moral 
courage than he possessed to break away 
from the powerful men in whose hands 
he found himself. When the. exposure 
came and prosecution was threatening, he 
endeavored to elude the meshes preparing 
for the conspirators by making a confession 
and offering to testify for the Government. 
It was then that MacVeacu and JAmgs re- 
ceived his first statement, but Dorsry 
succeeded in getting him back into his 
control and he underwent the first trial with 
the rest. He was then made to feel that 
he was distrusted and disliked by his 
old associates. It was evident that they 
would willingly sacrifice him if they could 
save themselves, and when the preposterous 
verdict was rendered holding him guilty 
while those were allowed to escape who had 
used him, and without whom for his mas- 
ters he would have been powerless to con- 
spire or to defraud, he must have seen how 
gladly they would let him be a scapegoat 
for themselves, even corrupting the jury 
to attain that end. On _ the pres- 
ent trial his isdlation had become 
complete. The powerful array of 
lawyers hired by the rich and once influen- 
tial defendants felt no concern for him, and 
all he could expect from them was such in- 
cidental benefit as would come from a gen- 
eral defense. He had to hire counsel for 
himself to look after his particular interest 
in the case. Moreover, he was made to feel 
that he was subject to the hatred and suspi- 
cion of the other defendants. It is said that 
of late he has even found it necessary to call 
for protection against personal violence. 

Under such circumstances it is not strange 
that, being aware of the strength of the case 
against the conspirators, and conscious that 
his own culpability was less than that of the 
men who were s0 willing to see him 
crushed, he should give up the fight and, 
for the sake of his own feclings and hopes 
in this life, make a clean breast of the whole 
business. His credibility on the witness 
stand will depend less on anything 
that can be alleged for or against 
his character than on the consistency of his 
statements and their harmony with other 
proofs in the case. In this respect they 
promise to be very convincing. While the 
lawyers for the defense continue to put a 
bold face upon the situation, it is evident 
that it is not cheering to them. The efforts 
to intimidate RerpELL and the stealing of 
some of his papers when he was in jail last 
September are part of the desperate tactics 
which have characterized the defense 
throughout. The end of the struggle is 
evidently approaching. 


THE OPENING OF PARLIAMENT. 


There is more definite promise and sig- 
nificance in a single remark made by Mr. 
GLADSTONE to M. CLEMENCEAU at Cannes 
on Sunday than in the whole of the tame 
and colorless Speech read in the name of the 
Queen at the opening of Parliament yes- 
terday. ‘‘The curse of Ireland is cen- 
tralization,’’ said Mr. QGuapsrone. ‘‘I 
desire to decentralize the administration. 
We are trying to make the humblest Irish- 
man realize that he is a governing agency, 
and also that the Government will be carried 
on by him and for him.’”’ This is a very im- 
portant announcement of Government 
policy, for if decentralization is to be car- 
ried in Ireland to a point which will give 
the ‘‘humblest Irishman’’ a share in the 
Government, it must as soon, or sooner, be 
carried quite as far in England; so that the 
Prime Minister’s words are equivalent to an 
assurance that the Munistry has in view not 
only further Irish reforms, but the reform 
of county Government and county suffrage 
in England. There is no such assurance in 
the Queen’s Speech. It may be that her 
Majesty’s Ministers have seen the vanity of 
outlining at the opening of a session enough 
legislation for a generation at the ordinary 
pace of Parliamentary achievement. At any 
rate, there is no hint given of the introduc- 
tion of some bills most confidently expected 
and deemed most important. Not a word is 
said about the County Government bill or 
the bill to replace the present antiquated and 
ridiculous municipal government of London 
by a sounder system, and no one would in- 
fer from anything the Speech contains that 
such matters as the extension of suffrage in 
the counties and the redistribution of seats 
had ever received even a passing thought in 
England. 

The Whig and Tory idea that Ireland 
must ask for no more legislation until Eng- 
land and Scotland have enjoyed a season of 
Parliamentary blessings is embodied in the 
Speech. ‘‘ You have provided in recent 
years,’’ it runs, ‘‘by a liberal devotion of 
your time for the most urgent needs of Ire- 
land. The claims of general legislation and 
other parts of the kingdom now demand 
your just regard.’’ These statements ad- 
mit of no dispute. But circumstances 
over which her Majesty’s Ministers have no 
adequate control may spoil the deductions 
naturally to be made from them. If Lord 
HartincTon, after suffering for a week 
from a raging toothache which a generous 
application of oil of cloves and toothache 
drops had but slightly alleviated, should 
suddenly conclude that the offending tooth 
had taken up quite enough of his time, 
and resolve to give his whole attention 
to his disordered stomach, it 
depend upon will 

upon the condition of his tooth whether he 
were able to carry out his intention. 
PaRNELL and his followers are not inclined 
to waive their demands for further improve- 
ment of the government of Ireland, and as 
thoy have in theory the same rights as other 
members, their motions and measures will 
necessarily take up more or less of the 
time of the House, and may 
| to long debates of a purely Irish 
character. What is most needed in Ireland 
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now is no doubt a measure providing 
for local self-government, and the removal 
of the ‘‘curse of centralization,’’ which the 
GLADSTONE so emphatically condemns. A 
scheme of this kind has been drafted by Mr. 
HeAxy, whose confinement in Kilmainham 
Jail will probably not prevent its introduc- 
tion. Justin McCartay is, of course, 
three-quarters of a century ahead of the 
times in asking for the abolition of the vice- 
royalty. The idea must ripen in the minds 
of about three generations of Englishmen be- 
fore its excellence and ‘utility will be ac- 
knowledged. 

The most important measures of general 
legislation mentioned in the Speech are that 
for *‘more effectively securing to tenants in 
England and Scotland compensation for ag- 
ricultural improvements’’ and Sir Henry 
JAmeEs’s bill for the prevention of corrupt 
practices in Parliamentary elections. Of 
greater moment than either, however, is the 
bill creating County Boards, of which noth- 
ing is said, though it is certain to be.intro- 
duced. Noone familiar with the organiza- 
tion of our county and town governments, 
and with the important functions in 
the several States of local Boards of 
Supervisors, Boards of Public Works, 
County Commissioners, and Selectmen of 
towns can understand why the English 
people. have so long tolerated a system 
which imposes upon the Boards of Guard- 
ians of the Poor duties having no possible 
connection with the care of paupers, 
and commits the direction .of other 
local interests to the squire and the 
parson. The new County Govern- 
‘ment bill is designed to remove this 
anomaly. One of its indirect but most 
useful results will be to awaken a public 
spirit in extensive districts where the people 
have now absolutely no political life and 
few ideas on political subjects. 

Her Majesty is able to congratulate the 
lords and gentlemen who make the laws of 
the kingdom upon the ‘continuance of her 
friendly relations with other powers. Eng- 
land’s relations with France just now are 
friendly, perhaps, but not cordial. The 
French would have had more to say about 
the Egyptian arrangements, so cem- 
placently reviewed in the Queen’s Speech, 
had not their attention been of late 
rather closely absorbed by their home 
affairs. The Egyptian question will 
be treated with a good deal of silence by the 
British Ministry for some time to come. 
The arrangement for insuring the “stability 
of the Khédive’s Government”’ is merely an 
unacknowledged suzerainty. Sir Avuck- 
LAND COLVIN, as ‘‘ Financial Adviser,’’ is 
to be nothing less than a British Resi- 
dent. He will doubtless exercise the 
functions of that office quite as 
effectively for the purposes of his Govern- 
mentas the British Residents whose pres- 
ence in Zulu-land robs the restoration of 
CrtTywayo to his people of all its pretended 
significance. It is to be observed that the 
Zulu King has received back only “ the 
greater part of the territory he held before 
the war.”” Mr. BrapuavuGa had no need of 
a mob of 7,000 people at his back to 
establish his right to take the seat to which 
he was elected. The announcement by Lord 
HARTINGTON that the Government would at 
once introduce a bill giving members the 
right to make affirmation will serve asa tardy 
remedy for the grievances of which Mr. 
BRADLAUGH justly, but with character- 
istic want of dignity, complains. The 
feebleness of the Opposition with which 
the Government must contend this 
session may be inferred from the fact that 
Lord Sauispury could find no better basis 
for his criticisms on the Speech than the 
stale argument that the Irish legislation of 
the past two years isa failure. The truth is 

| that both the Land act and the Arrears of 
Rent act have done incalculable good. It 
could not be expected that they would prove 
a complete remedy for Irish ills with which 
unfair rents have nothing to do. 


A RICH MAN’S PLEASURES.

The law and the law- 
yers may take a long vacation. For two 
years or more there will be no pressing de- 
mand for injunctions, Receivers, mergers, 
stays of proceedings, intervenors, and the 
other machinery and chicanery of the 
courts, His newspapers are now so well 
trained that they cry out whenever any of 
his little jobs are threatened; and they no 
longer need his personal orders.

We send Gov.Lp 
abroad as the perfect flower of American 
institutions. He is peculiar to thesoil. Let 
us hear how he is regarded by the rest of 
mankind, 


THE UANOE SERVICE. 


To compare small things with great, the 
condition of our naval service bears no little 
resemblance to that of the canoe service, as 
will be seen by a brief statement of the con- 
dition of the latter. 

There are now about two thousand canoes 
in this country, each one of which is com- 
manded either by a Captain or a Commo- 
dore. The former is the lowest rank in the ser- 
vice, not so much because there are no canoe 
Commanders, Lieutenants, or Masters as 
because the canoe Captain is supposed to 
comprehend in his own person all the in- 
ferior grades and to discharge all the duties 
belonging to them. In fact, the canoe 
Captain is his own cook, and chaplain, and 
sail-maker, and medical and marine corps, 
and is thus not only all things to all men, 
but all things to himself, which is more 
than Saint Pau ventured to advise his fel- 
low-Christians to be. 

Of canoe clubs there are at least thirty, 
and each one of these has three varieties of 
Commodore—a Rear-Commodore, a Vice- 
Commodore, anda pure and simple Com- 
modore. These officers retain their rank 
during life, but remain in command of their 
respective clubs for only one year, at the 
expiration of which other Captains are pro- 
moted to the rank of Commodore, in order 
to succeed them. A very little knowledge 
of arithmetic will show that at least ninety 
Commodores become such every year. It is 
believed that of the 2,000 canoeists now in 
active service, at least 1,873 are Commo- 
dores, and to these will be added 90 more in 
the course of the coming year. 

Now, it is undeniable that the canoe 
service is top-heavy. Eighteen hundred and 
seventy-three Commodores out of a total of 
2,000 officers is unquestionably excessive. 
Something must be done in order to make

Whie it is all. very well to refqrm the 
canoe service if it needs to be reformed. let 


us be careful not to do injustice to any one. 
The Commodores are men who owe their 
rank to eminent services. Among them are 
canoeists who have performed feats of the 
utmost gallantry in connection with var- 
nishing their canoes; others who have made 
long and dangerous cruises on freight cars 
and on the decks of canal-boats; others who 
have devised canoe aprons of great intri- 
cacy and worthlessness, and still others 
who, in the most fearless manner, have in- 
vented and worn uniforms decorated with 
gold lace. These gallant and accomplished 
sailors have won their promotions honestly. 
How, then, can we deliberately take away 
their rank and thrust them down to the 
level of mere Captains, not to speak of the 
injustice which would be done to those now 
on the list of Captains by stopping their 
promotion. 

Furthermore, it is by no means certain 
that we have many more Commodores than 
the service requires. Not more than one- 
half of the Commodores can be detailed at 
any one time for active service, since most 
of them are occupied with shore duties, in 
connection with stores and counting-rooms 
and newspaper offices, which render it im- 
possible for them to go to sea at a moment’s 
notice. We shall be quite justified in assum- 
ing that at the present moment there are 
not more than 1,000 Commedores who are 
ready to command squadrons. Now, the 
usual canoe squadron consists of two ca- 
noes, and hence the 2,000 canoes which 
corstitute the canoe fleet can furnish pre- 
cisely 1,000 squadrons, each one of which 
should properly be commanded by a Com- 
modore. Suppose Messrs. Ropeson and 
Ro.uurns succeed in reducing the list of Com- 
medores by one-half, and that only one-half 
of these are available for active service. In 
that case there will be only 468} Commo- 
dores to command 1,000 squadrons. No 
one with the interests of the service at heart 
can fora moment contemplate so appalling 
a contingency. 

There is a way in which the number of 
Commodores can be made relatively less 
than the number of Captains without the 
slightest injustice to any one. This should 
be done not by turning deserving and vet- 
eran flag officers out of the service 
but by increasing the number of 
canoes, and, of course, the number of Cap- 
tains. There need be no increase in the 
number of canoe clubs, and each one can 
promote its officers annually to the rank 
of Commodore. If, at the same time, each 
club admits six new canoe Captains annu- 
ally, the list of Captains will increase twice 
as rapidly as that of Commodores; the 
service will grow in strength and efficiency, 
and instead of being discouraged by unjust 
treatment the officers of the canoe service 
will continue to be distinguished by that 
zeal and devotion which has hitherto charac- 
terized them. 

It is not alight thing to strip a Commo- 
dore of his rank and to deprive him of his 
canoe. and paddle—perhaps driving him 
thereby to drown his disgrace by rowing a 
shell or sailing a cat-boat or by other evil 
courses. Let us treat them with justice and 
consideration, and we may be very sure that 
neither the service nor the country will 
suffer thereby. 


It is evident from Post Office figures that 
the observance of St. Valentine’s Day, once uni- 
versally popular, is rapidly going into degline. 
Oace a day sacred to bashful lovers, it gradually 
turned to saturnine humor or silly extravagance, 
and the valentine was used as a vehicle for envy, 
petty malice, and ridicule, until vulgarity stamped 
it for its own and it fell into disrepute. The 
Christmas, New Year’s, Easter, and Thanksgiving 
cards, costly and useless as they are, are works of 
art compared to the fluffy and nonsensical ar- 
rangements of tinsel and lace which are offered 
as souvenirs of modest love, and are evidently 
gradually crowding them from the field. Only the 
gross lampoon or flaming caricature remains to em- 
bellish the once poetic mating-time of doves, 
and even these are relegated tothe alley news- 
stand, and find no favor in the publiceye. A few 
years more and St. Valentine’s will be as highly 
shelved as Twelfth Night or Michaelmas.

A curious fact in connection with the “land 
war” in Ireland is that the operations of both ten- 
ants and landlords have been sustained from out 
side sources. America has contributed the bulk of 
the money tothe Land League and England has 
contributed the bulk of the money to the Land- 
lords’ Defense Association. Last year it cost £36,- 
000 to keep the machinery of the defense in success- 
ful motion. It supplied agents for the service of 
writs which otherwise could not have been zerved. 
Some of the men engaged in this work narrowly 
escaped with their lives, but they achieved what 
they set out to do. The association provided 
buyers at Sheriffs’ sales, which would have failed 
but for this precaution. No man residing in the 
vicinity of a forced sale for arrears of rent could 
afford to even make a bid, much less to purchase. 
The property defense men, on the other hand, 
were ready to purchase and to remove the cattle 
if necessary. At first they were permitted to do so, 
but when it was found that they were able, the 
farmers arranged to have thecattle bought in. Had 
it not been for the Property Defense Association 
the Irish landlords could not have collected much 
from the tenants during the past few years. The 
fund for its maintenance was started by the Lord 
Mayor of London, (Exu1s,) azd in his hands reached 
£13,000. Subscriptions amounted to £16,370. In 
the single item of wages to emergency men there 
was expended £15,782. Directors received £1,000, 

and £3,400 went for traveling expenses. While ad- 
mitting that they would have been almost power- 
less without the association, the landlords seemed 
unwilling to make contributions to its funds in 
proportion to the interests they had at stake. 
They looked upon it as the duty of the English to 
continue to subscribe for the maintenance of the 
organization. The truth is tne English landlords 
are tired of it, and feel that they may want for fu- 
ture emergencies all the money they can now 
spare. The Irish landlords paid something over 
£5,000 to the assoeiation for services rendered in 
1882, and they know that it will not do to permit it 
to die. They do not give up all hope of aid from 
England, but, fearing the censequences of inactivi- 
ty in such a serious matter, they have decided that 
the assoeiation shali undertake no more purely 
philanthropic work. In future it will only assist 
those who have been for some time recorded upon

Now 
that the rise has come and the flood is on its way, 
the closing of the Bonne Carre crevasse is as com. 
forting to the inhabitants of Louisiana as a locked 
safety valve to a rotten steam boiler. The levees 
are well known to be wholly inadequate, and the 
prospect isfar from cheerful. Even Euns’s jetties 
are made the subject of grave apprebension, and 
it is more than likely that unless the surcharged 
banks of the great river find some relief the amount 
of damage to plantation and city will be incalcu- 
lable.

Investments in the United Sta es are so pop- 
ular in Scotland that companies which act as inter- 
mediaries for loaning are notably thriving in Dun- 
dee. The first Scottish-American Trust Company 
paid in 1882 8 per eent. dividends and increased its 
reserve fands from $190,000 to $200,000; its capital 
{s $1,500,000, and its $500 shares stand at 53 pre- 
mium. ‘The second company, with $2,000,000 capi- 
tal, has over 55 premium for its $500 shares; is 
earned in 1882 over 9 per cent., paid 834, and in- 
creased its reserves from $220,000 to $235,000. A 
third company paid 71¢ per cent., made about the 
same addition to reserves, and has about the same 
rating for its stock as the last named. Another 
paid 10 per cent., and the Oregon and Washington 
Bank claims to show a net gain of 20 per cent. The 
Dundee Land Investment Company and the Texas 
Land and Cattle Company, with capitals of $2,500,- 
000 and $3,150,000, have started and got into work- 
ing order in Dundee within the past year. The 
policy of these companies in accumulating large 
reserves steadily has enabled them, it is said, te 
borrow on debenture bonds at 4% to 444. compared 
with 5or6 per cent. a year ago. The suggestion, 
of course, is that the fundsso borrowed are.re 
loaned in this country at larger rates, but the pro- 
cess seems singular; for to invest funds in lowrate 
bonds which are hypothecated at higher rates in 
order to obtain fands for reloaning at still higher 
would be peculiar financiering. The debenture 
bonds would be a needless intermediary in such 4 
case, for it would be shorter and more prefitable 
to put the surplus into the highest loans at once; 
and the surplus or not ~renidered any 
safer by this method, since the debenture inyest- 
ments, having been hypothecated, stand only upon 
the suceess of the ultimate high rate loans. This — 
sketch is upon the authority of the Censul at Dun- 
dee, and if not overdrawn it certainly suggests that 
“cautionary signals” would not be amiss for the 
residents of that region, lest they overdo the busi- 
ness and get too much of American investments.

BIJOU OPERA-HOUSE. 

Lecocq’s latest opera, ‘‘ Le Coeur et le Main* 
—the “ Heart and Hand”—was produced last night 
for the first time in this country, after much trouble, 
vexation of spirtt, and legal proceedings. Its re 
ception was cordial, the audience being large and 
inclined to be amused. The story is oneof the 
incomprehensible mixtures of absurd situations 
which the writers of comic opera delight in 
In the version in which it is delivered the 
opera does not prebably receive fair treat 
ment. There is much horse-play and a weari 
some quantity of “gags,” local allusions, and 
puns that cloy the appetite of the pleasure-seeker. 
No one present eould prevent a tendency to sng 
gest to his neighbor that the opera might be ju- 
diciously cut down, and that the performers would 
do well to seek less for cheap personal applause and 
devote their energies to the interpretation of the 
authors, while the suposed funny portions of the 
spoken text were generally offensively com- 
monplace. But notwithstanding these draw- 
backs there was much in the work tc 
commend. Some of the concerted music 
is pretty and bright. and though there is 
nothing that has not been heard before, itisof suffi: 
ciently taking characterto give a certain amount oi 
amusement if there is no instruction ia it. For 
what it pretends to be, ‘* Heart and Hand” is proba 
bly good enough. It is not to be judged by the 
standard of serious compositions. The principal 
réles are by Mr. John Howson, who disported him- 
self last night without restraint ; Mr. Digby Bell, whe 
was amusing and interesting throughout. and 
Messrs. Olmi, Campbell, and Schiller, all of whom 
did well. Among the ladies, Miss Marianne Conway 
as Micaela, Miss Laura Joyce as Scolastica, 
and Miss Weathersby were particularly 
fortunate. There was much applause—one 
song by Mr. Bell being demanded four 
times im the second act—and other encores 
served to protract the performance to a very late 
hour. This single hearing of “Heart and Hand" 
suggests the reflections that the music is very good 
of its kind, that there is too much of it in its pres- 
ent form, that Mr. Howson should be restrained, 
and that certain vulgarities which must be ap- 
parent to every member of the company should be 
omitted. Mr. Jesse Williams conducted the work ¢ 
in his well-known and musicianly manner. In the 
matter of scenery, costumes, and stage-mounting 
there is nothing but praise to record, and the man- 
agement is entitled to credit for the genereus 
spirit with which the opera is given.

‘THE FLOODS IN THE WEST 


CINCINNATI HOPING THAT THE 
WORST IS OVER. 


(THE RIVER RECEDING, BUT ANOTHER RISE 
POSSIBLE—THE WORK OF RELIEF GOING 

ON ACTIVELY WITH WILLING HANDS. 
Crxcrsnati, Feb. 15.—The river reached 


its highest stage at 4 o’clock this morning, 
when it stood 66 feet4 inches. At5 A. M. it 
“Yegan to recede, and at 9 P. M. stood 
at 65. feet 6 inches, having declined 
2 inches in the last hour of that 
time. It is estimated that the rate of fall will 
be increased all night, but there isa rise com- 
ing which will check this fail, and may even 
give another rise. Then bebind tnat is 
a rise from Pittsburg, which may over- 
take the preceding one. River men of 
experience, however, do not expect another 
flood of the dimensions of the present one. It 
must be understood that one contingency— 
that of future rains—must be excluded from 
this calculation. On a basis of clear weather 
it may be safely said that the worst has been 


reached here. 

The only important change in the railroad 
situation this morning is tbe transfer of the 
trains of the Cincinnati, Washington and Bal- 
timore Road from the Cincinnati, Hamilton 


end Dayton Road to its own track 
and making the stock-yards the sta- 
tion. This is three miles from the station, 
and can be reached by omnibuses which 
must run through water in portions of the 
city. The damage to the Cincinnati, Hamil- 
ton and Dayton Road lies within the city 
limits, caused by the sudden rise of Mill 
Creek and its branches during yester- 
day's rains. The trains on the Pan 
Handle line again changed their route this 
morning, starting from the Stock-yards 
station, going thence by the Cincinnati, Wash- 
ington and Baltimore Road to Loveland, 
where their own track is reached. A large 
quantity of Eastern mail matter was sent in 
that way to-day, and much Western mail 
was also sent from the Stock-yards sta- 
tion to Columbus and _ thence west. 
No mail bas been sent on the river 
route between Cincinnati and Portsmouth 
since Saturday last. The Cincinnati, Hamil- 
ton and Dayton Railroad has arranged to 
send trains also from Stock-yards station, 
reaching their own track at Winton-place. 
This road has been able to repair the -wash-out 
and secure the bridge so that it expects to start 
trains to-night from its own depot. But this 
must be uncertain unless the water falls. 
None of these lines receives or forwards freight, 
but the express companies carry such freight 
as is offered. This service taxes heavily their 
transportation facilities owing to the long haul. 
The work of relief goes on with energy. Not 
only is the General Committee represented, 
but the Chamber of Commerce and the Com- 
mon Council are disbursing aid with a liberal 
band. The Masonic relief organization is 
also doing fine work, having called for 
wolunteers to act as oarsmen for its boats, 
which have been received from Cleveland, 
Toledo, and Sandusky. It has established 
relief stations in various parts of the city. 
Besides this, the women of all the Protestant 
churches are collecting bedding and clothing, 
and doing sewing for the benefit of the Gen- 
sral Relief Committee. All the Catholic 
churches have been thrown open for sleep- 
in Jaces for such homeless rsons as | 
ov be sent by the General Committee. 
A more complete system of relief 
could hardly be devised, and the great 
value of its work is the. thorough- 
ness and prompiness with which aid is extend- 
ed. There is still a most gratifying absence of 
‘crime. It was expected that burglaries and 
highway robberies would abound on account 
of the general unprotected state of property 
in the flooded districts and the darkness. This 
expectation has rot been realized. There 
have been fewer arrests during the past 
five days than at any similar time in the 
month, and no reports of crime have reached 
the Police. Nearly everybody wears a fatigued 
look. It has been a season of hard work and 
great anxiety to a large portion of the popula- 
tion of the city. ore school-houses have 
been opened for lodgers, and the male Prin- 
ci are rag santen to attend to perform such 
duty as may be necessary. 
Among the contributions for the sufferers 
from other places to-day are: George William

Col. Arland 
Smith, -President of the Cincinnati, Wash- 
ington and Baltimore Road, has received 
the following from J. W. Garrett, at Balti- 
mmore: “In view of the suffering 
from the disastrous foods will you 
oblige me by drawing on _ Robert 
Garrett & Sons for $2,000, and have it 
distributed as you deem best for the most 
needy in Cincinnati, Newport, and Louisville.” 
Of this contribution $1,000 will be distributed 
fn Cincinnati and the remainder in Newport 
and Louisville. Many contributions have been 
received from various cities, mostly from New- 
“York and Chicago. One contribution came 
from New-Orleans. Over $16,000 in all was 
pdded to the relief fund to-day. The fund 
now amounts to $53,272. Ata meeting of the 
Masonic Relief Committee subscriptions 
Bmounting to $5,000 were reported. The asso- 
ciation proposes to extend aid up and down 
the river where anager, gear Relief sent 
to the head-quarters at Masonic Temple will 
be carefully distributed by the Masonic Com- 
mittee, in connection with other charitable 
2 izations, to all sufferers from the flvod, 
irrespective of color or religion. The commit- 
tee has received. dispatches tendering assist- 
ance from persons in Springfield, Urbana, 
Lima, Sandusky, and Cleveland. The reunion 
of the Ancient and Accepted Order, Scottish 
Rite Masons, appointed for Feb. 20, 21, and 
22, has been postponed on account of the flood 
until March, 13, 14, and 15. Help is arriving 
freely at Newport, Ky.

SAD PLIGHT OF LOUISVILLE. 
DISAPPOINTED HOPES YESTERDAY—THE LOSS 
80 FAR ABOUT $3,000,000. 

Lovisvitie, Ky., Feb. 15.—To-day at 
noon, for the first time since the rise began, 
the river came to a stand, and thousands of 
people who had thus far escaped congratu- 
lated themselves that the worst was over. 
| Their relief, however, was short-lived, for at 2 
o'clock the water commenced going up again, 
and until midnight gained nearly an inch per 
hour, registering at that time 44 feet 10 inches, 
and still rising: The indications from dis- 
patches received from points above are that 
before the water commences to fall it will 
reach even 4) = feet. The general 
situation to-day has been unchanged, 
but time enough has now gone by to 
enable an approximate summary of the ex- 
tent of the flood and the loss to property to be 
made, By actual court, over 300 squares and 
2,000 houses are submerged; 5,000 working 
men have been driven from their shops and at 
least 12,000 people are homeless, The total loss 
was carefully estimated to-day at $3,000,000. 
There is no hope of ascertaining the number of 
lives lost, and it may never be known. Many 
are known to have perished, and two bodies 

have been recovered. 

The only unusual incidents to-day were the 
flooding of the furnaces at the water-works 
and the caving in of a portion of the immense 
paper mill of the Bremaker-Moore Company. 
The water-works stopped pumping at daylight, 


but noinconvenience will result as the two reser- 
voirs contain water enough to supply the city 
for 20 days. The greatest danger now, until 
the river begins to fall, is from the back water, 
which is constantly breaking through ob- 
structions and flooding new territory. This 
morning, in two hours, the cellar of the Bre- 
maker-Moore Company’s mill was filled 
with 10 feet of water, and in the large 
warehouse the foundations were so weakened 
that the eastern wall gave way and the en-

he fires in the gas-works are now 
about 18 inches out of water, and 
unless a turn comes soon the city will be 
in the dark. The breaking of a water main 
to-night at 10 caused the gas nearly to 
give out in the lower portion of the city, 
and all the saloons are now lighted with 
candles placed in beer bottles. 

The relief committees have been working 
like beavers all day long, and from one store, 
in Main-street, used as a dispensing depot, 
nearly 5.000 people, of allages and sizes, men and 
women, have been supplied with baskets of food. 
A more curious sight could not be imagined than 
that presented by this motley crowd. THE 
TIMES’s correspondent stood for half an hour 
watching them. They wore all kinds and 
qualities of clothing. Some were bent 
with age, others hideous with dirt 
and the stamp of drunkenness. Women 
came wearing onl a single garment. 
Handsome young girls, with clothes torn and 
soiled, were side by side with working men and 
grimy children. All who had proved themselves 
genuine sufferers were cheerfully welcomed 
and loaded down with food and sent away to 
give place to others, and so all day the stream 
of sufferers kept up. Itis most flattering to 
the people of Louisville to be able to say that 
not one of the outside offerings has yet been 
accepted by the city authorities.

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THE FLOOD IN OTHER PLACES. 
MUCH SUFFERING EXISTING—RIVERS RISING 
RAPIDLY AT PITTSBURG. 

InpranaPoits, Ind., Feb, 15.—The tele- 
graph operator at Jeffersonville says the city is 
entirely surrounded by water. Every street 
is under water. It is impossible to go any- 
where without boats. 

At New-Albany the river is still rising, with 
prospects of two more feet... Many are suffer- 
ing terribly and are still moving to higher 
ground. The city is completely surrounded 
by water. 

The operator at Hardentown telegraphed 
this morning: ‘“‘The river rose 11¢ feet last 
night and is still rising. Some houses were 
swept from their foundations and roofs taken 
from afew brick houses. No casualties are 
yet reported.” 

The Lawrenceburg Relief Committee has 
organized itself into an Ohio River Relief Dis- 
tributing Agency. Contributions are liberal, 
and many are responding without waiting for 
a personal appeal. Telegrams were received 
this morning showing that the entire Ohio 
River front would demand the attention of the 
charitable. The very worst is being realized, 
and several car-loads of provisions every day 
must, for some time to come, be sent 


from this city if the demands of the 
stricken ones are to be in any measure 
heeded. The indications are that many 
thousand dollars will be peeded to prevent ac- 
tual starvation. Mayor Warder, of Jefferson- 
ville, telegraphed to Mayor Grubbs, asking 
that relief be extended that city, which had 
7,000 homeless, suffering people, which the 
local government and charity were notable to 
relieve. In answer to this appeal a car-load 
of cooked provisions was sent to-night by way 
of the Jeffersonville, Madison and Indianapo- 
lis Road, which offered gratuitous transporta- 
tion. 

The following dispatch was received from 
New-Albany: 

To the General Assembly of the State of Indiana: 

The snuffering in this city is very great and hourly 
inereasing. Added to great destitution con- 
sequent upon xubout 800 families being 
driven from their homes and losing heavily 
by the unprecedented flood now devastating 
the city, there is much sickness. The destitution is 
beyond description. Five thousand persons are 
thrown out ofemployment. Every factory in the 
city but one is in enforced idieness, and 
it will be from four to six weeks before 
they can be started up again, In all this 
time the suffering of thousands of vietims by the 
floods wil! be increased rather than diminished. 
The citizens are doing their best in the way of aid, 
but the river is again rising rapidly. and the 
flood will be swollen at least four feet. 
We earnestly pray you to set apart for 
New-Albany at lealt $10,000. This sum, added to 
the help the more fortunate citizens can afford, 
will alleviate the suffering, though not entirely re- 
lieve it. It is estimated that the damacein the 
city will exceed $400,000. It will take $150.000 to 
$200,000 to relieve the absolute distress now upon 
our people. 

In response to continued demands for relief 
from the southern part of the State, Mr. 
Jewett introduced another bili appropriating 
$100,000, additional to the $40,000, to the suffer- 
ers, and, after being read the first time, it went 
over until to-morrow for action, under the 
rule, two-thirds not voting for immediate ac- 
tion. The Houseurges Congress to come to 
the relief of the flood sufferers. Twelve hun- 
dred pounds of meat and several barrels 
of vegetables, given by the butchers and 
market gardeners to-day, were cooked and 
sent t»> Lawrenceburg to-night. They were 
preceded by a car-load that came from Con- 
nersville. The State Kelief Commission de- 
cided to use $20,000 at once. It was determined 
to send $500 a day in provisions for three 
days to Lawrenceburg and to make immediate 
cash contributions of $1,000 to Madison, $1,500 
to New-Albany, $1,500 to Jeffersonville, $1,000 
to Aurora, and $500 to Leavenworth. 

Tell City, in Perry County, below Leaven- 
worth, is reported to be under water and its 
| 4,000 inhabitants have been driven to the hills 
for safety. This place is remote from tele 
| graphic communication, and hence its con- 
| dition has not heretofore been known, 
Another deluge in White River at this point is 
expected, bezinning in great volume to-mor- 
row, Already it is 13 feet above low water 
| mark over the low lands in most of the city, 
and if any damage was left undone by the 
flood last week, this deluge promises to do it. 





Reports from various parts of the State show 
that great damage is apprehended from both 
White and Wabash Rivers. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Feb. 15—The heavy rains 
of the last 24 hours have resulted in again 
swelling the rivers to immense proportions, 
besides causing great delay, by land-slides, 
to trains on nearly all of the railroads 
entering the city. Since the first flood of last 
week the rivers have remained a few feet 
above their usual depth, as if ready with a few 
drons to help along another rise. Last evening 
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both the Monongahela and Allegheny Rivers 
commenced slowly to creep up their banks, 
and the creep has steadily continued. At 
this time, 10:30 P. M., the depth in the 
Monongahela 1s 2234 feet and rising steadily. 
The Allegheny is one foot higher. Dispatches 
from the head-waters report that the rain 
which began early yesterday morning is 
still falling, and that the water has been 
rising since last night. There will not 

less than 25 feet, and _ probably 
several feet more, at this city before the 
flood reaches its highest point. Experi- 
enced river-men and persons living along 
the banks of streams are eas appr for a big 
rise. A large portion of both cities is under 
water and the residents of the lower wards are 
hastily moving for the third time within 
two weeks, All the mills and factories have 
also been compelled to suspend operations. 
The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad has already 
suffered greatly by land-slides. At Jackson's 
Mines, a short distance from Bradford, Penn., 
both tracks are obstructed for some dis- 
tance. Between Elrod and Alpsville there 
were two more slides completely blocking the 
west-bound track. At Peckman Run an en- 
gine was thrown into the river. All 
trains are from one to five hours late. 


Slides have also occurred all along the | 


line of the other roads. At one 

int on the Pittsburg, Cincinnati and St. 

ouis, near this city, the track is covered with 
a mass of rock weighing at least 100 tons. 
Officers of the Pittsburg, McKeesport and 
Youghiogheny report that they will not be 
able torepair the damage to their road in less 
than two weeks. 

WHEELING, West Va., Feb. 15.—The river 
is 28 feet, and is rising 14g inches per hour. 
River men expect more water this rise than 
last. It rained all night and almost all the 
morning. At noon the weather was partly 
cloudy and warm. 

WILLIAMSPORT, Penn. Feb. 15,—Advices re- 
ceived by lumbermen state that it rained all 
day yesterday up the river. At Clearfield 
there is a four-foot flood to-day, and the water 
is rising at therate of 1 footan hour. The 
small streams are all swelling. A big river is 
expected here by to-morrow, and those living 
near the ice gorge are apprehensive of damage. 

Maopison, Ind., Feb. 15.—The river came to 
astand at 4 o’clock this afternoon, with 90 
feet in the channel opposite Madison and 1 foot 
above the high-water mark of 1852. The two 
starch factories contain 150,000 bushels of 
corn, in the ear, and of this 150,000 bushels or 
more are under water. The extent of the 
damage to this and other submerged property 
will depend on the rapidity of the fall and the 
state of the weather, which is now favorable. 

CrncINNATI, Feb. 15.—Special dispatches 
to the Jimes-Star say: ‘‘ At Maysville, Ky., 
the river fell 6 inches during the night, and is 
still falling. The floors of the grain-houses of 
A. Finch Co. and Pearce Brothers are a 
total wreck. They contained 30,000 bushels of 
grain, At Falmouth, Ky., the Licking River 
is still rising, and will continue to do soall 
day. At Frankfort, Ky., the river is falling, 
but another rise is expected. Fifteen hundred 
people are being lodged and fed. The loss 
here is estimated at $200,000. At Marietta, 
Ohio, there was heavy rain all day yesterday, 
continuing until 7 o’clock this morning. Both 
the Muskingum and Ohio Rivers are rising. 
They show a rise of three feet during the night. 
Rain is reported at Zanesville, Ohio, and a 
flood equal to that of last week is expected 
again. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Feb. 15.—The Cuyahoga 
River rose to-day, and in places it overflowed 
its banksand threatened to inundate the same 
district recently flooded. Later it began to 
fall and fears of trouble were allayed. There 
was a dense fog and light ran here this morning. 

Port Deposit, Md., Feb. 15.—The mild 
weather and continuous rain to-day has had a 
marked effect on the ice pack here, and the 
head of the gorge has worked down until it is 
opposite the lower end of the town. Great 
channels are worn down through it on each 
side of the river, and with a few davs more 
of tavorable weather the gorge will have en- 
tirely disappeared. Telegrams from Clearfield 
say the river there is rising rapidly, and the 
lumbermen at Wiliiamsport expect a big flood 
by Saturday or Sunday next. As yet there is 
no rise between here and Columbia, and no 
marked change in the gorgesabove. It has 
ceased raining to-night. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The General Super- 
intendent of the Life-saving Service has re- 
ceived a report from the Superintendent of the 
Ninth District, at Buffalo, in which he says 
that reports from Louisville, Ky., show that 
the keeper and crew of that station are render- 
ing inestimable service in rescuing the inhab- 
itants from drowning and relieving them from 
want and suffering. The station bas been 
moved to a large stone and brick building well 
uptown. At Cleveland, Ohio, Keeper Good- 
win mustered a crew of three volunteers, 
mounted his clinker-boat on a wagon, and 
drove off to the rescue of those suffering from 
the floods of the Cuyahoga River. From 
morning until nightfall they were busy in 
rescuing men, women, and children from 
drowning. They saved 37 lives and much 
valuable property. The District Superin- 
tendent at Buffalo has been directed by the 
General Superintendent of the service to go to 
Louisville. 

Representative King yesterday addressed a 
letter to the chief Signal Officer requesting in- 
formation as to the danger of floods in the 
Lower Mississippi, with a view of basing upon 
that information any necessary Congressional 
action. In response the Chief Signal Officer 
states that itis almost certain that floods will 
occur between Memphis and Vicksburg; that 
danger signals have been ordered along the 
line from Memphis to Cairo, and that the rain- 
fall of the next two weeks will determine 
whether the flood in the lower Mississippi will 
not be higher than that of last year. 

LitTLe Rock, Ark., Feb. 15.—Unfavorable 
reports continue to come in from the rivers in 
the State, which are still rising rapidly. Here 
the Arkansas River is rising one-half 
inch an hour, and is nearly 16 feet 
above low-water mark. It rose over 
4 feet to-day. At Fort Smith the White 
River is also rising rapidly. To-night the 
water is within six feet of the ,rail- 
road bridge at Devall’s Bluff, on the 
Memphis Railroad. The St. Francis River 
is reported to be rising. There is also 
a large rise in the Ouachita River. 
at Hopefield, on the Arkansas side of the Mis- 
sissisppi River, the bank is rapidly giving way, 
and the surface of the elevator ‘track has been 
much damaged. There is no present danger 
at that point.

The telegraph wires in nearly every part of 
the country worked slowly yesterday and last 
night in consequence of the storm.

completely, and long and vexatious delays in the 
transmission of messages ensued. The managing 
operater in the Western Union Telegraph office 
stated late last night that although that company's 
wires were working poorly communication had 
been kept up with all important potnts, and the 
ordinary business was being attended to. He 
admitted that there was much delay in the 
transmission of messages, but said that the com- 
pony had been able to get everything that had 
en offered at this end of the line over the wires. 
Messages were being sent and received from Cin- 
cinnati, Louisville, Chicago, St. Louis, and all 
other Western points, and there were no {mportant 
breakaces anywhere. At the office of the Mutual 
Union Telegraph Company matters were reported 
to be in a very bad condition. The wires had 
been worked with great difficulty during 
the day and evening. and delays, of from 
one to five hours, in the transmission of messages 
had been caused. The Mutual Union wires running 
into St. Louis were swept down by the storm two 
orthree days ago, and large gangs of workmen 
were occupied yesterday in repairing damages.

WHO GAVE KENNY THE PISTOL? 
John J. Layden, who is charged with giving 
to John Kenny, the murderer of John Lennon, 
the pistol with which Kenny shot himself in Ray- 
mond-Street Jail on the 2d of February, was 
brought up for examination yesterday before Jus- 
tice Walsh, in Brooklyn. The first witness examined 
wasa car conductor named Grace. He testified that 
on the Monday before the Friday upon which 
Kenny shot himself he saw Layden come out of 
Alexander Henry's pawn-shop at No. ¢844 Atlantic- 
avenue. Keeper Julian testified that Layden 
visited Kenny at the jail twice on the day that 
Layden was seen coming out ef the pawn-shop. 
The chief witness for the prosecution, Pawn- 
broker Henry, broke down altogether in his testi- 
meny. He could not identify Layden in court, and 
he utterly failed to identify the pistol 
with which Kenny shot himself as the one 
which, in an affidavit made after Layaen’s arrest, 
he swore Layden redeemed from his shop on the 
day that Kenny committed suicide. The murderer 
committed suicide on the 2d of February, and 
Henry told the Police that Layden had redeemed 
the pistol on that day.. Yesterday he said that 
Layden had redeemed the pistol either on the 31st 
of January orthe Ist of February. Henry contra- 
dieted himself in a number of other particulars. 
Henry was urrested two weeks ago for receiving 
stolen goods, but discharged with the consent of 
the District Attorney. His testimony — 
Was a complete surprise to the Police. The exami- 
nation will be continued to-day.

RAPID TRANSIT IN STATEN ISLAND. 
About 50 persons met in the village hall, 
New-Brighton, Staten Island, to protest against 
the proposed route of arapid tiansit road along 
the north shore. C. W. Hauks presided. Augus- 
tice Prentice said that the proper route for 
the proposed railroad was up through the 
ravine. He believed that the theory upon 
which rapid transit was founded was erro- 
neous. Centralization of travel on Staten 
Island would not be conducive to the increase 
of the population of the island, nor to the comfort 
and convenience of passengers. Should the com- 
pany even reduce the fare on the boats to 5 cents 
Staten Isianders would have to pay 5 cents more 
for car fare, which would make a total of 10 cents, 
whereas they now paid only 9 cents to cross over 
and land in the neighborhood of their homes.

LOSSES BY FIRE, 


——_>————— 


Collender’s manufactory, in Stamford, 
Cunn., which was destroyed by fire on Wednesday 
night, was a large, solidly built, five-story structure, 
with basement and French attic and a clock-tower. 
It stood near the station of the New-York, New- 
Haven and Hartford Railroad, and was filled from 
the basement to the roof with machinery and ma- 
terials for the manufacture of billiard tables. A 
large number of tables in all stages of construction 
and many finished goods ready for shipment were 
in the building. That the fire was the result of 
spontaneous combustion seems to be an established 
fact. The night watchman, whose duty it was to 
visit every room in the factory hourly. found every- 
thing all right at 8o’clock. The total loss on the 
building and contents will foot up about $225,000. 


Smoke was discovered issuing from the fifth- 
story windows of the building at No. 105 William- 
street at 11:30 o’clock last evening. The firemen 
were pre tly on hand, and the fire was soon ex- 
tinguished. With the exception of the second fieor, 
which was occupied by G. Gennert, a dealer in 

hotographic supplies, the building was used by 

alter Adams & Co., dealers in botannical sup- 
plies. 4 They had a small stock of baled hops 
and quantities of herbs of various kinds. Their 
loss will not exceed $1,000. The building is dam- 
aged about $300. The cause of the fire is not known. 

The Central House Block, in Burlington, Vt., 
occupied by Andrew Bontin, millinery and crook- 
ery, and used on the upper floor as a boarding- 
house, was purned last night. Bontin’s loss is 
$25,000, which includes the destruction of a wooden 
storehouse in the rear; insurance, $12,500. The 
loss to the boarders Is about $5,000. The building 
is insured for $17,500, whieh will cover the loss.

THE ASSAY COMMISSION AT WORK. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 15.—The Assay Com- 
mission sat until 5 o’clock, Judge Butler presiding. 
The Committee on Weighing reported that all the 
sample coins from the Philadelphia Mint were 
within the limits of exactness required by law, few 
varying from exactness by more than one- 


half the tolerance. The Committee on Count- 
ing reported that the requisite number of coins 
had been submitted from the various Mints. 
The Committee on Assaying did not report, 


but it is learned that all the coins from the Phila- | 


delphia Mint were found of absolute standard in 
fineness. Those from the San Francisco and Car- 
son City Mints were within the limits pre- 
scribed by law. The silver coins from New-Orleans 
were right, but two gold pieces assayed slightly 
below the standard. A second assay of these 
suspected coins will be made ta-morrow, and if it 
corroborates the first, the matter will be brought 
to President Arthur's notice. Direotor Burchard 
denied that any gold coins issued by any Mints in 
the United States during 1882 were deficient in 
fineness. This is in denial of a recent telegram 
from Chicago that over $20,000 coined last year at 
New-Orleans was deficient in weight.

AN OLD OURIOSITY SHOP. 
From the London Datiy News, | 
The Tuileries, which has long been an eye- | 
sore‘or a charm to Paris, just as you like to look at 
it, is at length going to be pulled down. The con- 
tract has been signed, the workmen are there pick 
in hand, and in eight months by the card nothing 
will rematp of these eight centuries of souvenirs of 
the historic greatness of Franee. They will all be 
earted away as rubbish, at least so much of them 
as the collectors have spared, and the collectors 
are already very busy. Tke contractors themselves 
are goiag to open an old ouriosity shop in the 
grounds, and the wealthy amateur is trying to in- 
tercept the best things on their way to 
the shop. He has dug his taster into the 
solid stone walls for bits of choice orna- 
ment, as though it were so much cheese, and he 
bas entered his name on the books for morsels of 
ruin he is not yetable toreack. The remains of 
the Tuileries will probably cut up into as many 
souvenirs as the wreck of the Royal George.' There 
is enough for everybody, and there is variety for 
the most diverse tastes. You may buy anything, 
from an entire stone staircase to a bit of broken 


looking-glass. Yet at a first glance you might 
think that there was nothing left. The interior 
seems an utterruin. The great staircase under its 
load of débris is simply a hill of rubbish, but the 
pillars at the side are intact, and so are the friezes 
and cornices, most of them perfect speci- 
mens of the Louls XVI. style. Here the 
amateur aforesaid has already dug out an ancient 
helmet carved in low relief, but much remains be- 
ind. The columng could be taken away bodily, 
and they would make a fine rustic temple for gar- 
den or park. Mr. Worth has already shown what 
may be dore with such things at his place at Su- 
resnes, Long ago, in the time of the Commune, he 
bought up what he could find “ for an old song,” 
and with his skill in working up material made as 
pretty aruin of them as you could wish to see. 
They say he cries there sometimes over dead fash- 
ions or finds his most solemn iaspiration fer new 
ones. Itisaviasacrathat recalls his most dis- 
tinguished customers. iFc 

Stiil he has nothing for majesty of association 
like the staircase of the Tuileries. At the head of 
this you come to the Salle des Maréchaux, a most 
somplete wreck. It must have been a perfeet bar- 
rier on that fateful day. Experts will tell you that 
there is every sign of fiercest raging fire. Onlya 
stone shell remains—the floors, partitions, cor- 
nices, everything once standing between earth 
aud sky,.is gone. Itis mot quite so bad as that in 
any other part of the building. A few supports in 
iron-work, so twisted that they seem still to 
writhe in the flame, show where onee the gallery 
rap. Add to these a little gimcrack shield or two 
inscribed with the names of great battles, and that 
is all. These show where the effigies of the Mar- 
shals were cremated, for each Marshal bad his 
shield. The Jena shield is intaet, and there is an- 
other which once bore the name of Marengo, 
though it is half burned away. Both of these 
are already sold. More paint sometimes 
survived where wood and iron, and 
even marble, were burned away. “ Hon- 
neur et Patrie’ is:still to be seen over the 
door in black letters on a gold ground. Beyond 
this there is nothing, nothing, nothing. It must 
have been like the fire of 500 blast furnaces. There 
are places where thestone has crumbled to powder 
in the flames, Oh, the sight for the bira that hov- 
ered above on poised wings!! ‘Che Salle d'Honneur 
near by isa more orthodox ruin; itis not burned 
clean out like"the other; there areremains. Tho 
iron girders nearly geve way: they are bent con- 
eave where they were‘before convex, but stili the 
fire got tired first. All the floor here isa grass- 
grown slope; the ghosts of courtier shepherds 
might revisit it to tread arustioround. The chim- 
ney is left, and itisin very good coxdition. It 
might be taken away bodily and set up in some 
eountry hall; it would hardly de for anything 
smaller. The flooring beneath it is burned away, 
and it is perched up by itself in the air in the queer- 
eat fashion. In one of the upper rooms there is a4 
littie solitary fower-pot hanging in the same semi- 
miraculous way between earth and sky. 

The exterior offers the richest harvest to tke col- 
jector. Here, especially in the front facing the Arc | 
de I’ Etoile, thers is a good dval left—ever so many 
columns in different styles, and statues, with some 
balconies in modern iron-work. The fire does not 
seem to have been overpowering hers, and it has 
left one unique construction in all but perfect pre- 
servation—the perron, or littie stairease of the Em- 
peror, by which the imperial family used to reach | 
the garden from the private apartments. This is | 
in iron, and has a double flight, with a gentle 
curve.

In 
our day they would have left the cencrete out, 
The way to the upper towers lies across yawning 
chasms of ruin bridged by planks. The winding 
stair has been turned by the drift rubbish almost 
into a winding causeway. The view from the to 
well repays the trouble of the ascent; — 

as you can see it from no other point in the capital 
—the whole stretch of the €¢hamps Elysées in pure 
perepective, and the river hard by. 

The Tuileries had its ghost, and it was a local, 
not a family spirit. Thisis a nice and tmportant 
differenee, and the want of due attention to it 
has sometimes led to difficulties. A friend of the 
writer who had taken chambersin Lincoln’s Inn 
on the express understanding that they were 
haunted was disgusted to find that the ghost dis- 
appeared with the late occupant. He was in 
the nature of personal property it appears, where- 
as the new tenant thought that the use of 
was included in the purchase of the fixtures— 
that he was “inthe walls,” in fact, with other 
visitants of the midnight hour.

THE FIVE CENT FARE BILL. 
MTS PASSAGE VOTED FOR BY A LARGE MA- 
JORITY IN THE SENATE. 

ALBANY, Feb. 15.—The Senate concurred to- 
day in the Assembly bill reducing fares on the ele- 
vated railroads to 5 cents forall hours and all dis- 
tances by a vote of 24 to 5. There was very litile 
Biscussion on the bill, and nothing was advanced 
pn either side that has not been repeatedly urged 
before. Mr. Thomas said he was not disposed to 
fight the bill, and after carefully reading the lew 


bearing on the subject he was satisfied that the | 


LegiSlature had a constitutional right to pass 


it. But a perusal of the original charters 
of the elevated railroads, and the acts amendatory 
thereof, especially the Rapid Transit act of 1s75— 
bad convinced him that the principle of goed faith 
on the part of the Legislature and of the Commis 
pioners representing the City of New-York was in- 
volved in this bill, and that it ought not to pass 
Unless good and sufficient reasons were given 
therefor by its friends. Senators Daly and Grady 
undertook to furnish these reasons, which were, 
in brief, that the elevated railroads with their 
preseat ratesof fare were paying 15 aud 20 per 
cent. on the original cost of the roads, but that 
the companies had watered their stock until their 
capital represented more than double the cost of 
the roads, apd that they had no right to continue 
rates of fare that should seek te pay 
dividends on this watered stock. Mir. 
omas complained that no facts and 
Bizores were furnished to substantiate these #tate- 
Ments, and asked how the watered stock was to be 
Separated and distincuished from the original. To 
this it was replied that it was impossible to get ex- 
act information on the subject from the faet that 
the companies made no swern reports, and con- 
Sealed as far as possible their actual condition. A. 
Lansing, in explanation of his negative vote on the 
bill, said that the Railroad Committee, of which be 
was Chairman, was embarrassed by the lack of in 
formation as to the real morits of the biil, anda he 
was in favor of referring it to the Keilroad Com- 
mission, which could mako a thorough investiga 
tion of the subject. It was, in his opinion, 
precisely that kind of a Dill 
to be referred to the commission, but a 
Wajority of the committee was against such 
reference, and he had no alternative now but to 
vote against a measure of whose justice and con- 
stitationality he had grave doubts. The five Sen

THE NIAGARA FALLS PARK BILL 

ALBANY, Feb. 15.—The Assembly Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means gave a hearing to-day on 
the Niagara Falls State Park bill. Howard Potter, 
of New-York, President of the Association for the 
Preservation of the Scenery of Niagara Falls, spoke 
in favorof the bill. He declared that the manufac- 
turing value of the Falls need not be at all im- 
paired if the bill went into effect, for it was pro 


posed only to take a narrow strip along the edge of 
the river. Skeldon T. Murray, of the firm of Mur- 
ray & Hill, owners of a pulp millat Niagara Falls, 
opposed the billin a vigorousspeech. He declared 
it would be the entering wedge to what must bea 
huge job, and that it would eventually take from 
$5,000,000 to $15,000,000 from the pockets of the 
people. He was in favor of submitting the ques- 
tion to the vote pf the peonle. 

The principal crgument in favor of the bill was 
made by ex-Lieut.-Gov. Dorsheimer. He showed 
that no money was to be appropriated by the bill, 
leaving it to the next Legislature .o say how much 
should be paid after the land had been properly 
condemned. He referred in glowing language to 
the grandeur of the Falis and their elevating infiu- 
enee upon residents of the entire world, and 
forcibly presented the necessity for their protec- 
tion, as otherwise in Jers than a generation 
they will heve lost all their beauty. Ex-Assembly- 
man J. Hampden Robb also spoke in favor of the

QUICK TRANSIT T0 LONDON.

THE AMERICAN PROJECT ABANDONED—AN 
ENGLISH ONE NOW WELL UNDER WAY. 

The announcement has just been made of 
the abandonment of the plan for organizing a fast 
steam-ship line of American-built vessels to ply be- 
tween this country and Great Britain, which ex- 
cited so much attention when first made public 
about a year azo. The intention was to have 
vessels start from Fort Pond Bay, at the easterly 
end of Long Island, and go to Milford Haven. 
Passengers were to be conveyed in swift express 
trains from New-York to Fort Pond Bay and from 
Milford Haven to London, and the entire trip be- 
tween New-York and London was to occupy less 
than six days. Special features of the plan were 
that no steerage passengers or freight should 
be carried, and that the steam-ships, which were to 
be of steel. should be built and equipped 
in this country. The line was to begin with three 
vessels, whose cost was to be $5,000,000, Higher 
rates than those now in vogue were to be charged 
passengers, but there was also to be an increase in 
the luxuries and comforts on the new vessels. 


After the first announcements the project was 
pushed for a while with vigor and even until very 
recently it was supposed to be still under way. 
To find eut the causes of the abandonment of 
the plan a Times reporter called yester- 
day on Mr. Jacob Loriliard. who was its 
originator. Mr. Lerillard was quite com- 
municative. He said: **When the American 
Express Line was first projected we thought the 
disposition of Congress was to aid American ship- 
ping, and that the best plan of assistance would be 
to help establish the finest steam-ship line in the 
world, and we had reason to believe that we 
should be able to effect a mail contract with the 
Government. We caiculated to issue $5,000,000 
worth of bonds to build;our ships. Then to 
secure bondholders we expected to assign 
the whole mail contract. which would amount 
to $600,000 per yekr, and wastorun10 years. We 
expected thus to be able, at the end of 10 years, 
to pay off the bonds, principal and interest. The 
contract we proposed to make was that the Goy- 
ernment should pay us a certain price if the mails 
were delivered onthe other side within five days, 
a less price if they were not delivered within six 
days, and nothing at all if they were not de- 
livered within seven days. We also offered to 
earry American Consuls and American Govern- 
ment officers on Government business free of 
charge. Our application for a mail contract was 
made and reported favorably upon, but we failed 
to receive it. Thenthe Shipping bill before Con- 
gress was knocked endways, and we 
feared that with the additional cost of 
construction of vessels on this side we 
should be unable to make the American Express 
Line pay, as the English lines wouid put their pas- 
sage rates so low that we would be unable to com- 
pete with them. Then. American vessels are 
obliged te pay higher wages to sailors and officers, 
our Wages account being nearly double that on 
foreign vessels. Incidental expenses are also 
greater. Why, American sailors will not eat the 
same food that English suips provide, and where the 
latter are at an average expense of $8 per month 


for each man’s food an American sailor's food will | you that there will be required for the public safety 


cost from $12 to $14 per month. In fact, without 
Government help a Jine of American vessels is im- 
practicable.” Mr. Lorillard went on to say that 
the only money jost in the scheme was about $10,- 
000, which he personally paid out for the construc- 
tion of models and designs. 

The route which the American Express Line 
was to have used, from Fort Pond Bay to Milford 
Haven, is to be utilized, however, by the recently 
organized British and American Express Steain- 
ship Company, (limited.) whese vessels are at 
present building on the Clyde. The British and 
American Steam-ship Company is composed of 
American and English capitalists. Its capital 
stock is £2,000.000. The compary propeses to 
carry passengers between New-York and 
London in six days by vessel and rail. 
The principal difference between the British 
and American Line and the abandoned 
American Express Line is that the former will sail 
English ships and will carry steerage passengers 
and freight as other lines are now doing. The gain 
in sailing distance by the new route is about 
170 miles at the other end, avoiding the in- 
closed watersiand currents of St. George's Chan- 
nel; and 118 miles at this end, avoiding the danger- 
ous coasts of Long Island and New-Jersey. A sur- 
vey is now in progress by the Long Isiand Railroad 
for the purpose of laying steel rails from the pres- 
ent eastern terminus of the road to Fort Pond Bay 
to cennect with the incoming vessels of the new 
company. 

The British and American Line have concluded 
arrangements with the Milford Dock Com 
pany, at Milford Haven. for the purposes of 
their traffic, and also with the Great Western 
and Long Island Railroads. Nezotiations are in 
progress for enabling the trains of the latter com- 
pany to cross the East River, presumably by the 
proposed bridge from Long Island City with a pier 
on Blackweil’s Island, and thus connect with the 
railroad systems running to all parts of the coun- 
try. The vessels of the company will be built in 
the best manner and of the best material. They 
are to be propeiled by twin screws, and to be con- 
structed in two water-tight divisions, each of 
which will be transversely divided into similar 
smaller compartments, so asto render tne vessel 
incapable of sinking. One of the heaviest of the

BOOTH’S THEATRE SOLD. 
MR. JAMES D, FISH PURCHASES IT WITH 
NO PARTICULAR PLANS 48 TO ITS USE. 


Afver innumerable rumors and endless spec- 
Ulation concerning its disposition, it was finally 
announced yesterday that Booth’s Theatre had 
been sold, Mr. James D. Fish, President of the 
Marine Bank, being its purchaser. Mr. Fish statea 
yesterday that it was true that he had purchased 
theproperty. He had been negotiating with Mr. 
Oliver Ames, of Bosten, concerning it since the 
lith of last May. Mr. Ames had asked $550,000 
for the property, which Mr. Fish considered a 


great deal for him to pay, and it was somewhat of 
a colossal enterprise fo: him to enter upon, but he 
had finally decided to take it, especially as several 
institutions had offered .o loan money upon the 
property. Mr. Fish said he had paid just a trifle 
under $550,000, cash down, for it. What he 
shoulda do with it he could not eay as 
yet. He might .eontinue to leaso it as 
it was, or he might make it over 
into stores. He had understood that various per- 
sons connected with leading dry goods houses up 
town were ready to rent stores in the building 
if it should be made over. He was open to offers 
from such persons, or, on the other hand, if Mr. 
Stetson or some other theatrical manager would 
pay a good rental price he would Jeave it as it is 
foratime. “All i want,”’ said Mr. Fish, ‘‘is to 
make all the money I can out of it. I bought it 
simply as an investment, because I thought it was 
a good property, with its seven lots of 25 feet 
fronton Sixth-avenue and its 184 feet on Twenty- 
third-street. At any rate, I shall be in no hurry to 
make any alterations or effect apy transforma- 
tion.” The leases of the building, he thought, ran 
out on May 1, and if Mr. Stetson wanted to take it 
another year he could have it. He had received 
some estimates of the cost of making it over into 
dry goods stores. These estimates run from $85,- 
000 up to $110,000. Mr. Fish stated that previously 
to the purchase he bad received offers from other 
gentlemen to join with him in the investment. 
These effers he had declined, and had avoided all 
co-operation. He wanted te own it solely himself. 
The property was secured on Tuesday last. Mr. 
Ames’s reason for selling, Mr. Fish said, was be- 
cause ne did not live in this City and could not 
look after tt. 

Mr. John Stetson, the present lessee of the thea- 
tre, was loth to believe that the property was 
really sold, and was inclined to believe that it was 
simply a report to “ boom" up the property, but 
he did not believe it could be ‘‘boomed.”’ Mr. 
Stetson said that be did not want !t another year, 
and probably should make no new offer for it or 
try to renew the present lease. He did not know 
of a single attraction that could be secured for 
next season which would make the house pay ona 
rental of over $25,000. Lawrence Barrett might, 
or Mary Anderson, but their time was all taken 
elsewhere. Booth would not be back. and there 
was no chance to get Irving to appear there. He 
had experienced bad luck during the present sea- 
son with the house, and had run somewhat behind. 
Mr. Stetson did not believe any one could be found 
who would take the theatre for another season. 
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A STEAM-SHIP CAPTAIN ARRESTED 
THE COMPLAINT WHICH A CUSTOM-HOUSE 
INSPECTOR MADE. 

A slight fire broke out on Sunday last on 
the Adriatic, of the White Star Line, in a small 
square house on deck, just off the main deck house, 
but the only damage done was the seorching of the 
inside of the door. While the crew were putting 
out the fire Thomas H. Whelan, a Custom-nouse 
Inspector, was on board, and was ordered off the 
vessel by the Captain. Capt. Jennings was ar- 
rested Wednesday evening on the complaint of 
Whelan, who charged the Captain with interfering 
with him in the discharge of his duty. Capt. Jen- 


nings was held in $5,000 bail yesterday by United 
States Commissioner Lyman to appear for examina- 
tion on the return of the vessel from her next voy- 
age to Enrope. Inspecter Whelan said 
that when the fire broke out on the 
vessel he, with Inspector Samuel Dunlop, 
went aboard in order to report the case 
if the fire destroyed any of the cargo. They were 
repulsed bv the subordinate officers of the ship, 
wh.) ceased to molest the Inspectors after the latter 
had disp'ayed their badges.

MR. ESTERBROOK ORDERS PERFORMANCES 
STOPPED UNTIL ALTERATIONS ARE MADE, 

Mr. W. P. Esterbrook, Inspector of Build- 
ings, has written the following letter both to Mr. 
Rudolph Aronson, the President of the New-York 
Concert Company, and to Kimball & Wisedell, the 


architects of the Casino building: 


Sir: As you have not submitted drawings of fire- 
escapes for the new Casino, Thirty-ninth-street and 
Broadway, as you promised to do, I am compelled to 
decide the matter without them. I therefore inform 


an ontside fire-escaps on the Broadway front 
of said building, with fron baiconies not less than 
18 feet long and 4 feet wide at each story, with 
two ladders leading down from the roof to balcony 
over entrance to first story. and two suitable 
drop-ladders from the latter to the ground. Also to 
erect iron balconies at each story above tae first on 
the Thirty-ninth-street side of the wt ying over the 
entrance to the theatre; said balconies to be not less 
than 12 feetiong and 4feet wide, with suitable iron 
ladders to connect each balcony, and the lower bal- 
cony to have a drop ladder to the sidewalk. You are 
further required to provide and set up from the roof 
iron step-ladders to connect with the roofof the aa- 
joining buliding. Also, to make fire-proof the partition 
which divides the well under the sky-lights and the 
orchestra with fire-proof blocks and tin, and to arrange 
on the cutting or

THE SMUGGLED DIAMONDS. 
NEW-YORK OFFICERS NOT IMPLICATED IN THE 
TROUBLE AT 8T. LOUIS. 


A story was printed yesterday detailing the 
operations of Eugene Cuendet, of Eugene Jaccard 
& Co.,arich jewelry firm of St. Louis, in smug- 
gling diamonds from Europe, Capt. C. M. Brack- 
ett, Chief of ‘the Special Agents of the Treasury 
Department in this district, was not in the City 
yesterday, but it was ascertained at the Custom- 
house that the first actual knowledge received here 
of the affair was when Speelal Agents came from 
Chicago to examine the declaration papers of Mr. 
Cuendet, Mr. Jaccard is dead, and Mr. Cuendet, 
his nephew, represents tho interests of 
Mrs. Jaccard as well as of himself in the 


firm. The Special Agents made an examination of 
the papers and also had an interview with Col- 
lector Robertson, but they did not implicate any 
of the Customs officers in this City. They said 
that the operation of Mr. Cuendet became known 
by a lettor from New-York saying that he suc- 
ceeded in passing $6,000 worth of diamonds 
through the New-York Custem-house without pay- 
ing duties. No charges having been made against 
New-York officers, no investigation bas taken 
piace, and the general Custom-house information 
of the details of the story was obtained 
from the printed statement. The Custom-house 
officers were somewhat puzzled to know 
how the men who investigated the matter arrived 
at the value of the diamonds so quickly, and by 
what authority they accepted the $7,000. Their 
duty was to report the case to the Secretary of 
the Treasury, who could impose the penalty that 
the act warranted. According to the report the 
officers settied up the matter, and took Mr. Cuer- 
det’s check for what they thought was the proper 
amount. Mr. Cuendets object was stated to be to 
save his expenses to Europe, which amounted to 
$600. The duty on diamonds is 10 per eent., so 
the diamonds must have been worth $6,000. Col- 
lector Robertson said that the first he knew of the 
matter was at the time of the examination of the 
papers. He referred the subject to Capt. Brack- 
ett, who could not spare mento goto St. Louis. 
The Treasury Department was communicated with, 
and the Chicago officers were put on the case. 
None of the New-York officers was implicated by 
the statements. 

Custom-house officers said thata good share of 
the people who came across the water smuggled 
dutiable goods into this port. Valuable diamonds 
were ofttimes cencealed under innocent-looking 
plasters covering delicate livers and kidneys. There 
were hundreds of ways of concealing costly stoues. 
People before now had swallowed gems to avoid 
paying duties. There was evident'y carelessness, 
to say the least, in Cuendet’s case, and -possibly an 
investigation might yet take place. Deputy Col- 
lector George W. Palmer, speaking of the frauds in 
the importations of potatoes, said that the cargo 
of the steamer Crest, from Glasgow, consisting of 
Scotch and English potatoes, was found to be dam- 
aged. A rebate of 50 per vent. was allowed, which 
was really more than the damage warranted. The 
warrant for the rebate was abstracted from the 
Custom-house by a Custom-house broker. It was 
altered so that it read 100 per cent., and in that 
way it passed. In this case the affidavit of a 
farmer at Fultonville, N. Y.,had been obtained, 
but no arrests had yet been made. The potatoes, 
amounting to several thousand bushels, were cun- 
signed to a man named Alexander Rhinds.
